“Accordingly, securitymen were 
obliged to apply the law and disperse 
an illegal rally last night in the feaw- 
dha neighbourhood after the owner 
failed to respond to the securi tymen ’s 
order to disperse the meeting.*' it 
said. 

Farhan. Kbatib, who was address- 
ing the meeting, and six others were 
arrested “when they tried to impede 
securitymen carrying out their 
duty," added the statement.

BAGHDAD, May 9, (Agencies): 
President Saddam Hussein today 
conferred with two high-ranking 
Egyptian envoys in an apparent 
effort to end a deadlock over the 
convening of a special Arab summit 
in Baghdad later this month. 

Officials said Saddam received a 
letter from President Hosni 
Mubarak delivered by Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Esmat AbdeJ- 
Meguid and Osama AJ Baz, chief of 
Mubarak's office. 

They refused to disclose any infor- 
mation about the contents of the let- 
ter. But they confirmed it dealt with 
efforts to convene the summit 
proposed by the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation to discuss the widescale 
influx of Soviet Jews into Israel and 
what Arabs see as threats to their 
national security. 

Sources dose to tbe Egyptian 
envoys said Mubarak is not pressur- 
ing Saddam to accept 3 different 
venue, but trying to convince him to 
hold more consultations among 
Arab countries prior to the summit. 

Iraqi officials speaking on condi- 
tion ol not being named said Iraq sees 
no need to change the venue just 
because Syria's bitter rivalry with 
Iraq made Assad refuse to attend a 
Baghdad meeting. 

Mubarak said today Egypt sup- 
ported calls for an emergency Arab 
summit despite differences over the 
proposed venue, the Iraqi capital. 

“There might be some difficulties. 
But we are for the summit any way," 
Mubarak told reporters accompany- 
ing Saudi Crown Prince Abdullah 
last night. 

“We hope the summit will convene 
and that the Arabs trill be together so 
that we keep a good appearance in 
front of the world," be added. 

Arab League Secretary-General 

Chadli Klibi is seeking a compromise 
meeting place for Arab leaders to 
outflank Syrian hostility to Iraq, 
official sources in Amman said. 

High-level envoys have been cir- 
cling through Arab capitals in efforts 
to arrange an emergency summ it. 

Saudi Arabia agreed today to 
attend an extraordinary Arab sum- 
mit conference to be bddra Baghdad 

later this month, Arab Lea g ue sour- 
ces said in T unis today. 



Supersonic airliner 


British Aerospace ana Aerospatiale ot France said yesterday they will conduct a five-year study to decide whether to 
develop a new supersonic airliner to replace their jointly produced Concorde. 

The final decision on whether to proceed with a S to billion production programme would be made in 1 995, Aerospatiale 
president Henri Martre.toid a news conference. 

He said the feasibility study would cost about 534 million and would locus on such issues as market potential, technical 
factors and environmental protection. 

Martre said the British and French companies would welcome co-operation with other industrial powers, including the 
United States, Soviet Union, West Germany and Japan.

They said many shells roared in tbe 
direction o f the militia command in 
tbe waterfront area of Karamina and 
Aoun *s headquarters in the district of 
Baa bda, 5 miles southeast of Beirut.

Prosecution displays fraud chart 


NEW YORK. May 9, (UPI): Listen- 
ing to testimony about her daughter 
released a flood of tears from former 
Philippine first lady Imelda Marcos 
and forced an early races ofher rack- 
eteering trial. 

The 60-year-old Mrs Marcos, 
dressed as usual in black and wearing 
a blood-pressure monitor, was sob- 
bing yesterday as she was helped 

from the third-floor courtroom in 
US district court in Manhattan. 

Benjamin Cassiday HI, one of her 
lawyers, said she Tell tJL 

Courthouse sources said her illness 
was “the same as before,” referring 
to April 26 when aayiag episode sent 
her blood pressure soaring, forcing 
her to be escorted from the court- 
room. 

Wearing a sad face and dark glas- 
ses, Mrs Marcos e m e r ge d from a 
first-floor nurse's office on the arms 
of two US marshals, and told repor- 
tArs she fek OK. She then walked 
slowly out of tbe building. 

Imelda is charged with racketeer- 


ing, conspiracy, fraud and obstruc- 
tion of justice for allegedly plotting 
with her husband, tbe late Philippine 
President Ferdinand Marcos, to 
divert more than 5200 million from 
the Philippine treasury for personal 
use. 

Mrs Marcos's co-defendant, for- 
mer Saudi arms dealers Adnan Kha- 
shoggj, is charged with obstructing 
justice and fraud. 

Imelda began crying as FBI agent 
James Trimbach was discussing 
withdrawals her daughter, lmee, 
made from a secret account that was 
linked by previous testimony to her 
parents. 

US district judge John Keenan 
excused the jury, explaining that Mrs 
Marcos was ill and that the trial 
would continue next morning. 

Earlier, the prosecution set up a 
huge, eight-colour chan that it said 
shows how millions of dollars in 
illicit funds flowed from around the 
world into a fortune in New York 
real estate and an. 


Shamir 
backs 
plan for 
migrants 

OCCUPIED Jerusalem. May 9, 
• (AP): Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said today he would back an 
emergency plan under which the 
government will spend an additional 
two billion shekels (SI billion) to 
absorb some 1 50,000 Jews expected 
in this fiscal year. 

Tbe extra spending is necessary 
because tbe numbers of Soviets arriv- 
ing has outgrown the estimates of 
Israel's budget planners. 

The 1990 budget only earmarked 
enough funds to absorb 40.000 
Soviet Jews during the fiscal year 
ending in March 1991. Updated 
figures suggest 1 50,000 may arrive in 
this period. More than 30.000 Soviet 
Jews have come lo Israel since Jan 1 . 

The plan to be presented to the 
cabinet on Sunday estimates Israel 
needs 3.8 billion shekels (S 1 .9 billion) 
in fiscal 1990 to absorb the 
immigrants, said Finance Ministry 
spokesman Ali Yosef 
He refused to give the number of 
immigrants on which the ministry's 
calculations were based. 

But former Deputy Finance Mini- 
ster Yossi Beilin, who worked on the 
emergency spending plan, said it was 
based on 1 50,000 Soviet immigrants. 
Beilin left office, along with other 
ministers of the centre-left Labour 
Party when the party's coalition with 
the right-wing Likud Bloc collapsed 
March 15. 

Israel’s current 1990 budget ear- 
marks 1.8 billion shekels (5900 
million) for immigrant absorption, 
leaving a gap of two billion shekels 
(51 billion) Yosef said. 

President Mubarak leaves 
tomorrow foroflidal visits to the two 
giants of the communist world seek- 
ing economic benefits for Egypt as 
well as support on a con ten Lions issue 
inflaming the Arab world. 

The issue is the flow of Soviet Jews 
to Israel. Arabs fear they will settle in 
occupied land to the detriment of the 
Palestinian inhabitants. 

Foreign Ministry officials said it 
will be the top item in Mubarak's 
talks with Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev during his three-day visit 
to the Soviet Union.

Amritsar, the site of Sikhdom's holiest shrine, the Gol- 
den Temple, is also the stronghold of Sikh militants who 
have been fighting since 1982 for a separate nation they 
propose to carve out of Punjab.

11 dead 
in India 


MADRAS. India. May 9. (AP): A 
cyclone, with winds of up to 250 
kilometres (155 miles) per hour, rip- 
ped into the coast of southern India 
this evening, killing at least 1 1 people 
as it knocked down booses, walk and 
electrical wires. 

The centres of the storm passed onto 
the Indian mainland from the Bay of 
Bengal at 6 JO pm ( 1300 GMT). 260 
kilometres (160 miles) north of 
Madras, the United News of India 
reported. High winds and towering 
waves uprooted trees and knocked 
dawn hundreds of thatched huts, the 
report said. 

So far. the hoik of the damage has 
been concentrated os a small penin- 
sula of land along the low-lying and 
heavily populated coast of the stale of 
Andhra Pradesh. 

Six people were killed when a wall 
collapsed in cast Godavari district, 
located on the peninsula. Three other 
people were electrocuted by wires 
knocked down by the wind. Another 
person died when a building collapsed, 
and a 60-year-old labourer died from 
exposure, the report said. 

| The deaths brought to 14 the nnm- 
i ber of people killed in the storm. Three 
people died in Madras yesterday from 
electrical shocks. 

An Indian cargo ship, carrying 60 
passengers, was trapped in the storm, 
Indian news media reported. But the 
reports said the ship, Viswa Mohhn, 
was not in any immediate danger. 

The government announced a new 
alert today and ordered fishermen and 
sailors not to go into the sea as the 
storm moved onto land. 

More than 150.000 people have 
been evacuated from the coastal dis- 
tricts of Andhra Pradesh and Tamil 
Nadu state, said Arjnna Rao, a top 
relief official in Andhra Pradesh's 
Slate capital, Hyderabad.

In Madras, electrical wires 
knocked down by rains and winds 
preceding the cyclone killed three peo- 
ple yesterday. 

Waves. 6 metres (20 feet) above 
normal, crashed against parts of the 
coast last night as the cyclone approa- 
ched.

Airbus crash probe 

Survivor testifies 


NEW DELHI. May 9, fUPli: A 
hostess who sum ved the crash of 
an Airbus A-320 passenger jet 
told a court today that the cap- 
tain never complained aboul the 
quality of (he aircraft, bul said it 
required constant concentration 
lo fly. ihe Press Trust of India 
said. 

Sadhana Pa war was testifying 
in the southern city of Bangalore 
before a court of inquiry inves- 
tigating ihe Feb 14 crash of the 
Indian Airlines A-320 outside 
the city in which 92 people died 
and 54 others were injured. 

Thecaptain. Salish Gopujkar. 
and his co-pilot. Cyril Fernan- 
des. were among those killed in 
the disaster. 

Pawar told the court that she 
had never heard Gopujkar make 
any adverse comments on the 


quality of the advance passenger 
plane, buill by France-based Air- 
bus Industrie, ihe Press Trust 
reported. 

However, the commander 
often said the planes required his 
complete, undivided concentra- 
tion right from takeoff to land- 
ings.

He was so badly frostbitten cross- 
ing the Himalayas ihui ail his fingers 
on one hand had to be amputated, 
along with (he thumb and one finger 
on the other. His feet are badly 
damaged. 

Like thousands of young Kash- 
miri men and some women, he was 
ill-equipped when he fled across the 
snow-covered mountains to Pakis- 
tan's Azad (Free) Kashmir to escape 
a tough Indian security crackdown at 
home. 

Some come to Azad Kashmir in 
search of shelter. Others suck arras 
and training from militant groups 
fighting to drive India out oftne two- 
thirds of the Kashmir region it rules. 

Many like Saj/ud suffer frostbite 
crossing the high passes of the Pir 
PanjaJ range. Some have died of the 
cold or been caught by Indian army 
patrols along the ceasefire line (hat 
divides Kashmir. 

Even though he is unlikely to take 
part again in the Muslim uprising 
against Indian rule in his homeland. 
25 -year-old Sajjad refuses to be 
photographed without a mask. 

He and four other frostbite victims 
in a Muzaffarahad hospital ward 
said they had no regrets about leav- 
ing their homeland where more than 
300 people ha vc died this year. 

"1 am not sorry because in Kash- 
mir it is very dangerous." Hilal 
Ahmad Khan said. “I am going back ' 
to Indian Kashmir. 1 can still fight 
against India. I want freedom.*' 

First he will have to learn to walk 
on a badly damaged loot and without 
a big toe.

The worst casus arrive in a very bad 
state, with gangrene in frostbitten 
hand and feet. They arc likely to stay . 
in hospital for at least three months, 
recovering from amputations, and 
skin grafts. 

Learning to cope with disability 
can take much longer.. Anwar said. 
“If somebody has to learn. to. walk, 
without toes it is a ; very lengthy 
process." he said. 

With winter snovra beginning to 
melt in tin; mountains the number or 
frostbite cases are beginning lo drop, 
but officials Tear many more Kash- 
minis will die in the peaks. 

India says it has killed dozens of 
people in the post four months as 
they iried to infiltrate back into the 
Kashmir valley.

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Amte, Birch receiveTempleton prize for religion 


LONDON, May 9. (AP): An Indian lawyer and an 
Australian biologist yesterday received the 1990 
Templeton prize for progress in religion, said to be the 
world's richest prize. 

. Baba Amte. a Hindu whose work for the sick 
crosses India’s religious divisions, and Professor Cha- 
rles Birch, who has explored links between science 
and religious faith, shared the 410,000-pound 
(S684.000) prize equally. 

The award was made at Buckingham Palace by 
Prince Philip. 

Amte. 75. frum An and wan near Nagpur in central 
India, founded hospitals and centres for lepers, for 
blind children, the deaf and other handicapped of ail 
India's religions. 


He also founded centres for the Harijans, the 
lowest Hindu caste also known us untouchables. He 
was unable to attend the ceremony . 

Birch. 72, a member of the Uniting Church of 
Australia, which is composed of Methodists. Pres- 
byterian* and Cungregationalisis. was at the palace 
for the brief private ceremony. 

He was accompanied by Sir John M. Templeton, 
the invest men i counsellor who founded and funds the 
annual prize. It was first awarded in 1973 to Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta. 

The Templeton prize money is reviewed every year 
to keep it ahead of the Nobel prize, worth 200’000 
pounds ($334,000). said* the Rev. Wilbert Forker, 
Te mpleton 's press spokesman. 


Amte's cheque was given to his son. Dr. Vikas 
Amte. a leprologisi. 

The prize winning citation said he has “demon- 
strated the oneness of mankind through his pioneer- 
ing work." 

Vikas Amte. 42. said his father, who suffers from a 
spinal condition, now lives on the banks of the Nar- 
mada river in northern India among people whose 
homes are threatened by construction of a giant dam. 

"My father has not decided what he will do with the 
prize but in the past he has given two million rupees 
(about SI 00.000) in prizes awarded to him to causes 
for saving the environment.’* Vikas Amte said. 

Vikas Amte said his father was not religious, but he 
believed in God and saw God in human beings. 


"He has often said it isn't hard to establish a 
relationship with God who is invisible and unknown 
but it's often very difficult to establish a relationship 
with your neighbour," Vikas Amte said. 

The prize citation for Birth called him an "original 
thinker (who) uses modern discoveries in natural 
science to expand man's understanding of* God as 
designer and creator of the universe and its 
creatures." 

Birch, who has retired from the University of 
Sydney, said he will use his prize partly to fund an 
annual lecture there on human aspects of science and 
technology and fora Christian social ethics project in 
Geneva, Switzerland. 


Tehran 


GENEVA, May 9, (AP* Tehran 
is the world’s most expensive city 
in dollar terms, ahead of Tokyo 
and Gabon’s capital, Libreville, 
according to a survey of 83 cities 
pabiished yesterday. 

Despite high levels of inflation, 
the continual decline of many 
currencies in Latin American 
countries has ensured they 
remain financially attractive to 
expatriates. Quito, the capital of 
Ecuador, ranks as the cheapest 
city, according to the survey 
published by a private Geneva- 
based research and consultancy 
organisation, corporate resour- 
ces group. 

Taking New York as the base 
of 100 and using the dollar 
exchange rate of April 9, the 
survey showed Tehran has a cost- 
of-living index of 192. It said an 
overvalued currency was the 
main reason the Iranian capital 
proved so expensive. 

By contrast, the steady decline 
of the Japanese yen since the 
middle of last year helped bring 
down costs of living m Japan in 
comparison with other countries, 
the survey said. 

It said Tokyo, frequently the 
most expensive city m previous 
international surveys, has a cost- 
of-living index of 150. Osaka 
stands at 133.

The Norwegian capital Oslo, 
jrithan index of 135; tanks high- ^ 
Lettjbt*png> European dties and ~ 
Overall. Helsinki, in' Fm^ 
land, is rated at 130, it said 
It said die world’s "bargain 
locations” were in North and 
South America. Only Toronto, 
with an index or 101, is more 
expensive in dollar terms than 
New York. Other ratings 
included Chicago at 96, Washin- 
gton DC, 95, Los Angeles, 94, 
and Cleveland 88. 

It said Quito bad an index of 
40, the lowest of the cities 
surveyed. 

The study was based on a 
basket of 151 products including 
food consumed at borne, alcohol, 
tobacco, clothing, transport, 
sports and leisure, but not hous- 
ing- . . 

It is aimed at helping inter- 
national companies determine 
cost-of-living differentials For 
their expatriate employees. 

Of the world’s 15 most expen- 
sive cities, seven were in Europe 
— Oslo, Helsinki, Zurich, Gen- 
eva, Copenhagen, STockholm 
and Paris. 

Also dearer than New York 
were Brussels, Tel Aviv, Madrid, 
Rome, and London. Other cities 
above New York, in order, were: 
Brazzaville 138, Oslo 135, 
Osaka 133, Helsinki 130, Dakar 
126, Abidjan 122, Geneva 121, 
Copenhagen 119, Stockholm 
117, Taipei 116, Paris 111, Lyon 
109, Brussels 109, Tel Aviv 107, 
Milan 107, Luxembourg 106, 
Dublin 106, Barcelona 104, 
Madrid 104, London 103, Mun- 
ich 102, Lome 102, Toronto 101. 
Duessehtorf, Beijing and Lima 
were rated at 100 points although 
fractionally above New York. 

The survey said Latin America 
was cheap because of continuous 
decline in local currencies which 
tended to neutralise soaring 
inflation. 

A little over 10 years ago, 
Buenos Aires was the world’s 
most expensive city. Today it 
ranks among the cheapest at 56, 
with the Ecuadorean capital 
-Quito bargain basement of the 
world with a score of only 40.

The late-setting sun played havoc with the cameras and 
delayed ihe raping, and temperatures had dipped loward 
freezing by the time hope sang ‘Thanks for the memory. ' 

The audience of embassy employees, their families, 
marines in dress uniforms and olher Americans didn't 


seem to care. 

Hope, who turns 87 this month, is only in Moscow briefly 
as he takes his troupe to various US installations across 
Europe Wednesday, he was to view the World War II 
Victory Day Parade in Red Square, visit landmark 
Novodevichy cemetery and stop at the new Moscow 
McDonald's 

Standing on a makeshift USO stage near thesoon-to-be 
dismantled US embassy office building, Hope drew some 
of his biggest applause with jokes about extensive Soviet 
electronic surveillance at the sue — a sore subject 
because of the millions of dollars it will cosi to tear down 
and build a new embassy building.

Films from East, West and even Africa 


PARIS. May 9. ( A P): The 43rd Can- 
nes Film Festival opening tomorrow 
spotlights films from East. West and 
even Africa, offering a world view of 
/ the cinema that reflects rapidly chan- 
ging events. 

Movies from Eastern Europe, the 
Far East and Africa wilt be among 
the 19 films competing for the 
coveted Golden Palm Award during 
the 12 days of competition. 

One day. May 12, will be devoted 
to "Europe 90, cinema without bor- 
ders" for meetings and discussions 
between film-makers from East and 
West, marking -new freedoms 
enjoyed by Eastern Europe’s film 
industry. 

The prestigious festival, which 
also serves as a vast film market, is 
expected to draw up to 12,000 indus- 
try professionals. 3.000 journalists 
and hordes of film bulTs to the seaside 
Palais Des Festivals. 

Italian director Bernardo Ber- 
tolucci will preside over the jury of 
10. which includes film luminaries 
like US actress Anjclica Huston, 
French actress Fanny Ardant, 
French director Bertrand BJier and 
English screenwriter Christopher 
Hampton, who adapted "Lcs 
Liaisons Dungcrcuscs” Tor the 
screen. 

The festivui will open with an out- 
of-competition showing of 
"Dreams." an autobiographical 
movie by the 80-year-old Japanese 
film master Akiro Kurosawa. It 
closes with another out-of-compeii- 


uon film, “Comfort or Strangers!" 
by US director Paul Schrader. 

Three US films are expected to he 
serious contenders for the Golden 
Palm: Clint Eastwood's "White 
Hunter. Black Heart." David Lyn- 
ch's "Wild At Heart" and "Come See 
the Paradise," directed by English- 
born Alan Parker, an emotional 
story of a Japanese- American family 
interned in a camp during World 
War II. 

There will also be a special out-of- 
com petition showing of "Cry Baby,” 
starring Johnny Depp. Tracy Lord 
and Patty Hcarst and directed by 
John Waters, the uncovcntional 
director of "Hairspray.” 

Films by directors from Eastern 
countries celebrating newly-own 
freedom are expected to attract 
attention. These include "Przeslu- 
chanic" (the interrogation), by Pol- 
ish director Ryszard Bugajski. 
“Ucho” (the ear) from Cze- 
choslovakia, and an out-of-com peti- 
tion film from Yugoslavia, "TJmetni 

Raj.” (artificial paradise) by Karpo 
Godina. 

The Soviet Union is competing 
with "Maij" (mother), directed by 
Gleb Panfilov, and a French-Soviet 
co-production of "Taxi Blues." 
directed by Pavel Lounguine. 

Competing for France will be Ber- 
nard Taverniers "Daddy Nostal- 
gic.” starring Jane Birkin and Dirk 
Bogarde, “La Captive du Desert,” 
(desert captive) starring Sandnne 


Bonnaire and "Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac," starring Gerard Depardieu. 
Directed by Jean-Paul Rappeneau. 
"Cyrano" is already a box-office hit 
in France. 

Also vying for the Golden Palm 
will be “New Wave." a Swiss-French 
co-production directed by the father 
of new-wave cinema. Jean-Luc 
Godard, whose avant-garde style 
was bom in the 1960s. 

A Chinese- Japan cse entry called 
"Ju Dou,” directed by Chang Yimou 
and Yang Fenglianc. deals with a 
troubled marriage of the 1920s. 

The lone British entry is Ken 
Loach's "Hidden Agenda," a 
documentary-style film about trou- 
bled Ireland. 

From -Burkina Faso. Rasmane 
Ouedraogo is in competition with a 
film called "Tilai," about conflcil 
and love in an African village. 

Clinr Eastwood's "White Hunter, 
Black Heart.’ about a director obses- 
sed with killing an elephant, is expec- 
ted to attract attention. Based on a 
story by Peter Viertel, it was allegedly 
inspired by John Huston and the 
1952 filming of "African Queen.” 

Federico Fellini's “La Voce Della 
Luna" (the voice of the moon ) will be 
shown out-of-competition. 

Bey ond the main competition, the 
festival also offers an international 
selection of films chosen for varying 
personal viewpoints grouped under a 
category called "Un Certain 
Regard." 


Art world bids goodbye to 5-year boom 


NEW YORK, Muy 9, ( Reuter): Dozens of art works went 
unsold a l Sotheby's auction house yesterday, justifying art 
market fears that the five-year boom is finally over. 

The contemporary an sale, which grossed 555.9 million 
fur Sotheby's came on the heels of disappointing contem- 
porary sale at Christie’s on Monday night, when 26 of 77 
works failed to sell. 

Sotheby’s con tern pora ry a rt ex pen L ucy Mitcheil-I nnes 
said she thought the market remained "robust." but said: 
"It could not continue to go upas fast asit has over the last 
two to three yeanr." 

, Last year art watchers saw paintings such as Jasper 
Johns’s “False Start" go for $17 million and Willem de 
Kooning's "Interchange" go for $20.7 million, both sums 


more than doubling the previous records for contem- 
porary art. 

At Sotheby's yesterday. 32 of 87 art works went unsold. 
De Kooning's “Woman in Landscape." expected to fetch 
between nine million and $15 million, managed to garner 
only a $4.5 milion bio and was withdrawn from sale. 

Another De Kooning, "Palisade” sold for S7. 1 5 million 
but still fell short of the auction house's pre-sale estimate of 
eight to $10 million. 

MiLcfaell-innes said 10 artists records were set and 10 
paintings sold for over SI million. But when the final gavel 
came down before the jammed gallery 32 works were 
unsold and 20 more went for less than their low estimates.

The 22-year-old nurse, who 
was not named by police, was 
forced to hand over two gold 
rings and a watch but baulked 
when the man demanded her 
engagement ring late last night. 

"We would not recommend 
people to swallow their jewellery, 
it could make their attacker very 
violent," said detective Sergeant 
RogerTurley. but added, "in this 
cose he was just very surprised." 

NEW YORK: Ohio voters cast out 
Congressman Donald "Buz” Lnkens, 
his long career shattered by his 
conviction on a sex offence, while 
North Carolinians boosted a black 
Democrat's bid to challenge 
conservative Republican Sen.

CONCORD, New Hampshire: 
German photographer Lot te 
Jacobi, whose portraits of Albeit 
Einstein, Marc Chagall and other 
celebrated figures brought her fame 
in the 1930s, died here on Sunday 
after a bout with pneumonia, a 
family friend said. 

Born in west Prussia Jacobi 
studied photography and film- 
making and became the fourth . 
family photographer in as many 
gencrauons. 

She fled Nazi Germany in 1935 
and found other German exile 
artists in New York City where she 
established a portrait studio and 
became the first woman to take 
photographs on the floor of the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

Her celebrated portraits of major 
figures in the arts and sciences 
include photographs of writer 
Thomas Mann, cellist Pablo Casals, 
poet Maryaune Moore and 
photographers Alfred Stiegtitz and 
Pad Strand, as well as Einstein and

WASHINGTON. May 9, 1 AP): 
Oliver North met with then-Vice 
President George Bush a few 
hours after lying to a congres- 
sional committee about assisting 
the Nicaraguan Contras, an 
entry in the former While House 
aide's ofTiciai diaries suggests. 

Portions of the diaries, 
released yesterday, renew ques- 
tions about whether Bush was 
more deeply involved in assisting 
the Contras than he has acknow- 
ledged. 

The 1,400 pages of notebook 
entries were obtained by a 
private group, the National 
Security Archive, as Lhe result of 
a lawsuit filed against the govern- 
ment. US intelligence agencies 
still are reviewing the remaining 
1 ,200 pages of North's diaries. 

White House Press Secretary 
Marlin Filzwaier said, “the vice 
president's role in the Iran-Con- 
tra affair was completely 
examined in the congressional 
inquiry and we have nothing to 
add.” 

Disclosures 

Among the disclosures in the 
newly released material: — On 
Dec. 20, 1985, North laid out a 
“3rd country solicitation plan” 
in support of the contras that 
included trips by Bush to Hon- 
duras for an inauguration there. 
The plan also called for then 
President Ronald Reagan to 
meet with Ecuador's president. 

Bush went to Honduras in Jan- 
uary 1986 for the inauguration of 
President Jose Azcona Hoyo and 
Reagan met in Washington that 
month with Ecuadoran 
President Leon Febres Cordero. 

There was an elaborate plan in 
the Reagan administration to 
induce third countries to support 
the Contras, according to 
evidence introduced at North's 
trial last year. Bush has denied 
being involved in any "quid pro 
quo” arrangements providing 
additional economic and 
military aid to Honduras in 
exchange for allowing the Con- 
tras to use base camps there. 

Lied 

— North's notes refer to a 
noon “meeting w V.P.” on Aug. 
6, 1986. That would have been 
just 3 1-2 hours after North lied 
to the house intelligence commit- 
tee by denying he was supplying 
military advice to the Contras. 
North admitted he had lied when 
he took the witness stand at bis 
own trial last year and when he 
testified in the recent trial of for- 
mer National Security Adviser 
John Poindexter. 

Shortly before meeting with 
Bush, according to North’s 
diaries, the White House aide 
had a “meeting w Don Gregg," 
Bush's top national security aide. 

Gregg, now the US ambas- 
sador to south Korea, has said he 
found out about North's 
involvement with the then-secret 
Contra resupply network on 
Aug. 8, 1986. Gregg asserts he 
didn't tell Bush about North's 
involvemenl until four months 
later, after the Iran-Contra affair 
became public. 

Congressman Lee Hamilton 
said he didn't believe Congress 
had seen the page referring to 
meeting with Bush and Gregg. 

“It clearly at the very least 
would raise questions which 
ought to have been put at the 
time to appropriate witnesses,” 
Hamilton said of the Aug. 6 
entries. “1 would have if I had 
seen them." 

The former house Iran-Contra 
committee chairman suggested 
that a congressional investiga- 
tion might be in order.

The cause of death was not 
immediatelv available, said an 
employee of the Washington coron- 
er js office who declined to be iden- 
tified. The funeral was tentatively 
scheduled for Saturday, but final 
arrangements were pending.

Arms investigation 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 9. (Reuter): Antiguan 
officials raves Li gating how Israel weapons sold to pie 
Caribbean island's security forces reached a Colombian 
drug baron have questioned an Israeli who allegedly 
trained hitmen for the drug cartel. 

The Antiguan delegation which arrived in Israel yester- 
day interviewed the shadowy Yair Klein who is under 
investigation in Israel for alleged military training of 
Colombian drug dealers. 

Klein's Tel Aviv lawyer YigaJ Shapiro confirmed the 
meeting but Klein could not be reached for comment. 

“He met with the delegation from Antigua for clarifica- 
tions. They have no legal standing here," Shapiro told 
Reuters today. 

Klein earlier said some of the 500 Israeli-made assult 
rifles, machineguns and ammuni tion were destined for 
Panamanian opposition forces he was to train in Antigua. 

The United States has voiced concern that Israeli 
weapons sold to Antigua in 1989 had turned up on the 
estate of drug lord Owalo Rodriguez Gacba, killed by 


Colombian police last year. 

Israeli officials handed the Antiguan delegation 
documents showing that the sale was made legally to the 
island's security forces. 

They insisted that Israel did not know how the weapons 
ended up in Colombia and had received guarantees from 
Antigua that they would not be sold to a third party. 

Official Israeli documents show the Antiguan govern- 
ment had appointed a US resident named Maurice Sarfati 
as its special envoy to conclude the arms deal, worth some 
S220,000. Sarfati is an Israeli citizen, Israeli newspapers 
said. 

They said the weapons were shipped to Panamanian 
exiles who had links with Gacba and they sent the weapons 
to Colombia. 

Shapiro said Klein intended to open a training school 
but the Antiguan government would not allow it. He said 
Klein knew Sarfati but denied they were business 
associates.

Pope calls to 
help refugees 

Ease Latam debt burden 


MEXICO CITY, May 9, (Agen- 
cies): Pope John Paul U has called 
for international solidarity to ease 
Latin America's crushing debt 
burden and help tens of thousands 
of Central American refugees 
rebuild their lives. 

“The mechanism that was to 
have served precisely to help 
developing countries has become 
an impediment,” the PontifT said 
of Latin America's foreign debt of 
about S400 billion. 

In a speech to diplomats yester- 
day. Lhe Pope said some foreign 
lending to the region and the heavy 
burden of debt servicing had only 
served to accentuate under- 
development. 

Apparently referring to the US- 
proposed Brady Plan and other 
debt reduction initiatives, the Pope 
said: “Technical measures are not 
enough to solve the grave 
problems that threaten inter- 
national stability.” 

It was the Pope's first comment 
on problems faced by Latin 
American debtor countries since 
he arrived in Mexico on Sunday for 
an eight-day visit. 

He called for a new unity of the 
entire Latin American family of 
nations to confront the debt crisis 
and other difficulties on the path to 
development 

The Pope also spoke of the 
plight of Guatemalan and 
Salvadorean refugees who have 
streamed into Mexico over the last 
decade to escape guerrilla wars and 
poverty. 

"Among them are children, 
women, widows, families that have 
often been divided, youths who 
have been frustrated in their 
aspirations, adults who have been 
uprooted from their jobs and 
deprived of all material posses- 
sions.” he said. 

In an apparent reference to the 
squalid living conditions and 
human rights abuses many Central 
Americans face in Mexico, the 
PontilT urged the international 
community to help “guarantee 
that the inalienable rights that 


correspond to them as people are 
sufficiently recognised." 

United Nations officials say 
more than 150,000 Guatemalans 
and Salvadoreans living in Mexico 
should be officially recognised as 
refugees because they faced 
political reprisals, including sum- 
mary death sentences for alleged 
collaboration or sympathies with 
leftist rebels, if they were to return 
home. 

The Mexican government 
deports about 12,000 Central 
Americans a month, according to a 
UN official. 

While Mexico recognises 43.000 
Guatemalans living in makeshift 
settlements as refugees, it has den- 
ied 1 00,000 5a 1 vadoreans the same 
status, according to the official. 

Earlier in Lhe day. John Paul met 
Mexican diplomats after celebrat- 
ing a mass for young people near a 
shrine at San Juan de Ios Lagos. 
400 kilometres (250 miles) north- 
west of Mexico City. 

There, he encouraged Mexico’s 
young people not to be dishear- 
tened by injustice and inequality 
and to use Christ as a defence 
against despair.

US told:

HAVANA, May 9, (Renter); Cuban 
first Vice-Preside n t and Armed For- 
ces Minister General Rani Castro 
yesterday criticised the United 
States for holding military man- 
oeuvres around Cuba and told 
Washington to “stop screwing ns 
around.” 

Holding up a photograph of a pos- 
ter bearing that message, Castro 
wrote above the picture: “To my 
friend Cheney,” addressing it to US 
Secretary of Defence Richard 
Cheney. 

He said be considered addressing 
the message to either President 
George Bosh or Vice-President Dan 
Qnayle but added “B«h is too high, 
Qnayie is too low,” before settling on 
Cheney. 

Castro, the brother of Cuban 
President Fidel Castro, used a pic- 
ture that appeared in the aimed for- 
ces newspaper bastion of a poster 
carried by May Day marchers in 
Havana last May I. 

The poster read: Y ankee, stop scr- 
ewing ns around.” 

“We can say that this is a message 
from the Caban people,” Castro 
said, handing the newspaper to 
foreign reporters at army headquar- 
ters. 

Hesigned it with the initials C.R_ 
forhisfci surname Castro Rnz and 
pot yesterday’s date. 

Castro was flanked by aimed for- 
ces Chief of Staff General Ulises 
Rosales del Toro and the bead of 
Cuba’s Army in Angola, General 
Leopoldo Gntras Fria.

Hug for the president 


BOGOTA, May 9, (Agencies): Colombian police seized 10 French- 
made missiles in February which drug traffickers planned to use to kill 
US President George Bush and President Virgilio Barco during a drug 
summit, newspapers reported yesterday. 

The papers said attempts by two Colombians to buy sophisticated 
missiles in the United States could be linked to the February plot. 

Two Colombians were arrested in Florida last Saturday ana charged 
with trying to buy Stinger ground-to-air missiles. 

El Espectador newspaper said Colombian police seized 10 French- 
made missiles, a grenade launcher and other weapons in a Bogota house 

El Tiempo newspaper, in a 
similar account, said the 
Medellin cocaine cartel, which 
has waged a nine-month-old war 
on Lhe state, was behind the plot. 

It said the missiles, which itdtd 
not identify, had a normal range 
of between 500 and 1,000 metres 
(yards) but could be adapted for 
a longer range. 

Uproar 

Colombia informed US 
officials of the plot but did not 
announce it publicly because 
they did not want to cause an 
uproar which might lead Bush to 
cancel bis visit, the newspapers 
said. 

They said four Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) agenst 
flew to Colombia on February 13 
to find out about die plot. They 
brought equipment with them to 
help in the investigation, includ- 
ing lie-detectors used to question 
two detained suspects. 

El Tiempo said the discovery 
almost led to the cancellation of 
Bush's visit. But Bush decided to 
go ahead wben Colombian 
security forces assured him the 
situation was under control. The 
summit, held under intense 
security measures, passed with- 
out incident. 

Arrest 

A Colombian arrested in Miami 
while trying to buy shoukler- 
flred Stinger missiles from 
undercover FBI agents allegedly 
participated in a 1986 massacre, 
police said yesterday. 

Antonio Ramos Tinoco, 47, 
was arrested recently by the FBI, 
according to the New York 
Times and ABC news. 

Tinoco was previously arres- 
ted in 1986 in Barranquilla along 
with- four-other persons, said - 
Diva Rojas, a spokeswoman for 
Colombia's secret police. 

Police accused the five susp- 
ects of attacking a Honduran 
fishing boat and murdering !3 
fishermen on board, she said. 

Tinoco was released by a judge 
on a technicality. Heand another 
Colombian, Luis Fernando 
Arcila, 28, were arrested recently 
by the FBI after trying to buy 
Stinger ground-to-air missiles. 

Arcila has no criminal record 
in Colombia, Rojas told the 
Associated Press in a telephone 
interview. 

Rojas said that as early as last 
February. Colombian auth- 
orities were aware of drug traf- 
fickers' plans to try to kill Barco 
with missiles. 

Meanwhile, a car bomb killed 
one person when it exploded 
early yesterday outside a govern- 
ment office building in the wes- 
tern Colombian city of Pereira, 
police said. 

An army comm unique said the 
rebels belonged to the country's 
three main guerrilla groups — 
the National Liberation Army, 
the People's Liberation Army 
and the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia. 

■ Bolivia: Bolivian President 
Jamie Paz Zamora asked for 
additional US money yesterday 
so he could do more to wipe out 
cocaine, a Bolivian official said. 

The two nations also agreed to 
sign a new trade and investment 
pact, a three-year S60 million 
food aid programme, and a 
promise of US medical assistance 
lo help Bolivia wipe out the 
insect-carried chagas disease, 
said Assistant Secretary of State 
Bernard Aronson.

Calderon, who succeeded Nobel peace prize laureate Oscar Arias, met after 
the inauguration with other Central American presidents who agreed to hold 
regional economic summit June 15 in Antigua. Guatemala, that will also include 
Panama and Belize. 

"We hope to prepare a joint theme for economic development. We are 
consolidating our politics to have a new power as a bloc to compete with 
Europe, Asia and the United States," Calderon said at a news conference, his 
first as president 

In his inauguration speech, Calderon faulted Arias for his economic perfor- 
mance. 

Outgoing President Arias handed Calderon the sash of office shortly after 
noon (1800 GMT), ending a four-year term which had been devoted largely to 
peacemaking in confficl-tom Central America.

El Aimendro, a dozen wooden homes in 
the banks of a small river, is the assembly 
point in security zone 5, which straddles Rio 
San Juan province and the South Atlantic 
autonomous region. UN officials said there 
were about 1 , 600 Contras in zone 5 but that 
more were coming in from the surrounding 
countryside. 

“We did not have the ending we all wan- 
ted — to do away with the uncertainty that 
remains in all the nation," Israel Gaieano, 

the top Contra commander, told the troops. 


standing at attention under a broiling noon 
sun. 

“But we will be strong as long as we 
remain united," said Gaieano, known as 
Commander Franklin, 

Gaieano referred to President 
Chamorro’s temporary retention of Gen. 
Humberto Ortega as commander-m-chief 
of Nicaragua's armed forces. Ortega was a 
high-ranking official of the Sandinista 
government that the Contras fought, his 
brother, Daniel, was president. 

The Contras had demanded that Gen. 
Ortega and all other Sandinistas be 
removed from the military. Thai demand 
was not mentioned in the two-page accord 
signed Friday. 



Who’ll become drug user 

Behavioural 
clues useful 

SAN FRANCISCO. May 9, (AP): Teenagers provide behavioural dues 
in early childhood that they'll become drug users, researchers say. 

A study by two University of California, Berkeley psychologists also 
concludes that adolescents who experiment with drugs tend to be better 
adjusted than abstainers or abusers. 

Those findings by Jonathan Sbedlcy and Jack Block might fly m the 
face of the "just say no" ami-drug campaign. But their peers agreed 
yesterday that casual drug experimentation often is pan of having a 
healthy personality and doesn't always lead to addiction. 

“This may be hard for some people to take, but the real issue is 
knowing when to put the brakes on.” said Shirley Feldman of Stanford 
University's centre for study of family, children and youth, “There's a 
whole big world out there and, psych ologically speaking, experimenta- 
tion is healthy in most youths.” 

Shedler. perhaps nervous about the study being misinterpreted, said 
his findings don’t advocate illegal drug experimentation. 

In the study, the researchers followed 101 SaR Francisco youths for 15 
years. It started when the children were aged 3. A follow-up study is 
continuing and the subjects are now 23 years old. 

'These findings absolutely do not mean drug experimentation is 
something that is beneficial,'' Sbedler said. “But it does mean that some 
limited drug experimentation may not be catastrophic. It could be a sign 
of trouble to come or simply a sign of normal adolescent exploration." 

Psych ologists, i ncl uding Shedler. said a more effecti ve an ti-d rug effort 
would identify children who have traits that signal possible drug 
problems later in life, and then counsel (hose youths. 

According to the study, published in the May issue of American 
Psychologists, drug abuse is a symptom of deep-seated psychological 
problems originating in early childhood andisexaoerbatedbyindi fferent 
parenting. 

At age 18, frequent drug users were alienated, deficient in impulse 
control and distressed compared with experimenters, the study said. 
Abstainers at that age were anxious, emotionally constricted and lacking 
in social skills compared with experimenters. 

Those same psychological and behavioural traits were reported when 
the children were studied at ages 5. 7 and 1 1. according to the continuing 
research. 

“Additionally, both frequent users and abstainers we re judged to have 
received poorer maternal parenting than experimenters,” the study said. 

The mothers of frequent drug users and abstainers were “perceived to 
be cold, critical, pressuring and unresponsive to their children's needs,*' 
the researchers said. 

The study equated drug use among adolescents to alcohol use in 
adults, saying experimentation and moderation arc the most normal 
behaviour.

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Humans are a vegetarian species: researcher 


ITHACA. New York, May 9, 
(AP): A major dietary study sug- 
gests that humans are a 
vegetarian species whose risk of 
disease is increased by eating . 
meat and animal products, saysa 
Cornell University researcher. 

A plant-based diet is more lik- 
ely to promote good health, and 
reduce the risks of heart 
problems, cancer, diabetes, 
osteoporosis and other diseases, 
according to Lhe preliminary fin- 
dings of the continuing study in 
China. 

“People who eat mostly plant 
foods and a generous variety of 
plant foods . . . that is the kind of 
diet that is most likely to be 
associated with reduced risk of 
the kinds of disease that tend to 
kill us in this country," said T. 
Colin Campbell, a nutritional 
biochemist who directed the con- 
tinuing study. 

Other dietary studies reached 
similar conclusions focusing on 
one aspect of a specific disease or 
on individual foods or nutrients, 
but none has taken such un 
extensive look at ‘The total k 
dietary pattern effect," said 
Campbell. 

"Animal foods, m general, are 
not really helpful and we need to 
get away from eating them," he 
said. 

Only in the last few thousand, 
years have meat and animal' 
products become staples of our 
diet. “That’s not nearly enough 
time to evolve new mechanisms 
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New Aids drug promising: The 

experimental drug diwoxyinosine, known as 
DDL suppressed the Aids virus and increased 
the numbers of in faction-fighting white blood 
cell* in tots, two preliminary studies reported 
on Wednesday in New York. 

But the drug also was associated with two 
toxic effects that could limit its long-term 
usefulness, thestudks in the New England jour- 
nal of medicine said. 

The studies, known as phase one tests, only 
analysed the effect of varying dosages or die 
drug in 71 patients with Aids or Aids-related 
complex. They did not establish the long-term 
usefulness of the drug in lighting Aids.

Breast milk may inhibit Aids; us 

researchers said on Tuesday they had found a 
chemical in human breast milk that may prevent 


the spread of Aids from an infected mother to 
her child during breast feeding. 

The as-yet unnamed chemical in breast milk 
was found, in the laboratory, to inhibit the Aids 
virus from infecting human cells. 

The 33 breast milk samples analysed in the 
study came from women from Baltimore, Bos- 
ton and Haiti , some of whom were infected with 
the Aids vims and some of whom were not. 

A search for the same compound in cow's 
milk and human blood was unsuccessful, repor- 
ted Robert Yoiken and Raphael Viscicti of 
Johns Hopkins University ana David New burg 
of Harvard Medical Schools. 

Studies show that infants bom to Aids-infec- 
ted mothers have a 20 to 50 per cent chance of 
becoming infected. (Reuter)

Oils and “good’ cholesterol: oiive 

oils and similar products which have txxn 
touted for contributing to the level of "good" 
cholesterol in the body appear to have no par- 
ticular advantage over other types of oils, 
American researchers said on Tuesday in 
Chicago. 

Monounsaturated fats in olive oil and other 
products have been praised for maintaining the 


level of high-dcnsity lipoprotein cholesterol in a 
reduced-fat diet That type of cholesterol is 
believed to help protect against bean disease. 

Some studies have suggested that polyun- 
saturated fats to com oiiand other products 
have the unwanted side cflect of reducing good 
cholesterol levels along with the bad. 

Researchers at lhe Stanford University 
school of medicine in Palo Alto, California, said 
a study of 39 men and women in the San Fran- 
cisco area failed to find much difference in the 
types of fats. (Reuter)

Olive oil no better than corn oil: 

Oli ve oil may be no bet ter for t he heart than com 
oil for people on low-fat diets, a new study 
suggests. 

"When someone is eating a reduced fat diet 

that's low in saturated fats, it doesn’t matter 

what kind of unsaturated fat they choose." said 
Darlene M. Dreon, a research scientist at 
Laurence Berkeley laboratory in Berkcly, 
California. 

Previous research indicated that moncuin- 
saturated fats, found in olive oil and peanut oil, 
beneficially lower LDL cholesterol, so-called 
"bad” cholesterol, without lowering HDL, so- 


called “good" cholesterol. 

Polyunsaturates, such as in corn oil and saff- 
lower oil, also lower “bad" cholesterol but they 
tend to lower “good" cholesterol as an unwan- 
ted additional effect, previous research ha; 
indicated. (AP)

Aids risk in second decade: Aids is 

changing in the United States from an epidemic 
that initially affected mainly homosexual men 
to one that is increasi ngly encompa ssi ng women 
and children, a leading government researcher 

said on Tuesday;. 

“The epidemic is not at all under control," 
said Dr Anthony Fauci.director ofthc National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases. 

He said that as the second decade of Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome progressed, 
intravenous drug users, rapidly- becoming the 
primary risk group for Aids, would spread the 
disease to their sex partners and ibeir children. 

Fauci, speaking at the annual meeting of the 
American college of obstetricians ana gyn- 
ecologists, said the number of new Aids cases 
among intravenous drug users in New York 
City bad recently surpassed that homosexual 
men. (Reurer)

Campbell said there were 
several provocative findings 
regarding proteins, fat and 
cholesterol among the roughly 
8,000 correlations that were 
found statistically and 
biologically significant in the 
study. 

The study found that the Chin- 
ese consume one-third less 


protein than Americans and that 
only 7 per cent of their protein 
.comes from animal sources,, 
compared with 70 per cent for 
Americans. 

“The dietary guidelines that 
have been Formulated in the West 
rather incorrectly protect our 
intake of animal protein. Con- 
sumption ofanixnal protein itself 
also raises the risk of cancer and 


heart disease." he said. 

Previous studies have urged 
'reducing dietary fat to less than 
30 per cent of an individual’s 
daily caloric intake to curb the 
risk of heart disease and cancer. 
But the Chinese study suggests 
that fat should account for a 
maximum of 20 per cent — and 
preferably only 10 per cent to 1 S 
per cent — of calories.

OTTAWA, May 9, ( AP): Depor- 
tees from Canada are sometimes 
forcibly sedated before being 
expelled to protect other 
travellers, the Canadian 
immigration minister said. 

Any deportee leaving Canada 
by plane, train, bus or boat who 
might be disruptive on the trip is 
liable to be drugged. Immigra- 
tion Minister Barbara 
McDougall said Monday. 

'‘In some cases we provide a 
medical attendant for some peo- 
ple who are being deported. 
Should there be any sedation, 
that is done by the medical atten- 
dant," she told reporters. 

She said under international 
agreements concerning airlines, 
"we have to make sure people’s 
behaviour on an aircraft is 
appropriate and there's no dan- 
ger to other passengers." 

The practice is ‘‘not a violation 
of anything as far as I can tell,” 
she said. 

But Steve Foster, a lawyer with 
the Jesuit refugee service in 
Toronto, said the government is 
abusing the rights of deportees 
by drugging them without con- 
sent. 

"We’ve got a charter of rights 
that say you can't do this to peo- 
ple ” Foster said in a telephone 
interview. ‘‘To administer drugs 
for a non-medical reason is 
unethical. To administer drugs 
without a patient's consent is 
unethical."

While Nelson Mandela was in 
prison, he sent a lawyer to his wife's 
nouse to remove three men who had 
been abducted there and beaten, a 
witness testified yesterday in a mur- 
der trial. 

Mandela's wife, Winnie, has not 
been charged in the case, which went 
to trial last Wednesday, but two 
alleged victims who have testified so 
far have said she was the first ro beat 
them, using a whip and fists. Then, 
according to their testimony, mem- 
bers of her bodyguard joined in. 

James "Stompie" Seipei. a 14- 
year-old activist, was also abducted 
and beaten, the witnesses have said. 
His body was found, with stab 
wounds in the neck, in an open field 
on Jan. 6. 198 9. 

Jerry Richardson, one of Mrs 
Mandela's bodyguards who lived at 
her home in the black township of 
Soweto, is accused of murdering 
“Stompie." He also is charged with 
four counts of kidnapping, five 
counts of assault and one of attemp- 
ted murder in connection with the 


case. Eight other bodyguards are 
charged with lesser crimes and will be 
tried separately. 

Barend Mono, 20, testified yester- 
day that after Richardson had taken 
Stompie away, the beatings stopped, 
but he and two other men were kept 
at Mrs Mandela’s home. Under 
cross-examination he repeated tes- 
timony that it was Mrs Mandela who 
bad begun the beatings after they 
were abducted on Dec. 29. 1988 from 
a Methodist church home. 

Mrs. Mandela said last year she 
was not at home when the alleged 
beatings took place, but she said the 
abductions were justified because the 
men were engaged in homosexual 
activity with a minister running the 
church home. The Methodist church 
says it has investigated and cleared 
the minister. 


Mandela, deputy president of the 
African National Congress, has 


made no comment on the case since 
he was freed in February from his life 
prison term for sabotage and plotting 
the overthrow of the white govern- 
ment.

Buoyed by a breakthrough in 
black-white negotiations at home, 
De Klerk plans to meet with 
presidents and prime ministers in 
nine European countries — the most 
extensive trip by a South African 
leader since the National Party took 
power in 1948. 

He is to confer tomorrow with 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand, who shunned P.W. Botha — 
De Klerk's predecessor — when 
Botha came to France to visit 
cemeteries of South African soldiers 
killed in the world wars. 

No senior French official was at 
Orly airport to greet De Klerk, who 
was met by a Foreign Ministry 
representative and a military honour 
guard. De Klerk had no public events 
scheduled for today, but was to hold 
a news conference next evening after 
meetings with Mitterrand and 
Premier Michel Rocard. 

He reportedly was to have lunch 
tomorrow with prominent business 
leaders from across France, which is 
South Africa's sixth largest trading 
partner despite its observance of 
limited European Community econ- 
omic sanctions. 

“ft is wonderful to go to Europe 
with the knowledge that South 
Africa is busy taking its rightful place 
in the international community," De 
Klerk said at an airport news con- 
ference before his departure late last 
night. 

En route, he conferred briefly with 
President Felix Houphouel-Boigny 
of the Ivory Coast during a refueling 
stopover in the west A fric&n country . 

Dc Klerk said he was confident 
white extremists would not suoceed 
in wrecking his reform plan to end 
apartheid racial segregation. 

"The bigger problem is uncer- 
tainty more than (white) extremists." 
De Klerk said in an interview on 
France’s TF-1 television network, 
broadcast ahead of his arrival in 
Paris. 

"The extremists exploit the atmos- 
phere of uncertainty created by 
reform to whip up emotions," De 
Klerk said. 

"But I have confidence also in my 
people that they will not be misled by 
the unreasonableness and hatred of 
this small group of extremists," he 
added. 

“There is no question that things 
have moved so far that a completely 
new situation has been created here 
full of promise for peaceful change," 
he said. 

He ruled out campaigning against 
anti-apartheid sanctions imposed by 
the European Community.

In the central city of Chon- 
gju. about 1 00 students torched 
a police substation with 
firebombs, Yonhap said. In 
nearby Taejon, students bur- 
ned a police bus, i: added. 

In the southern city of 
Kwangju, an opposition stron- 
ghold, about 200 students 
wrote "let’s destroy the DLP 
dictatorship" in blood on a 
huge placard during a campus 
rally, the agency reported. 

Violent protests also were 
reported in Suwon, Taegu. 
Pusan, Chunju, Cheju, Kongju 
and Mokpo.

Muslims revolt in China 


BEIJING, May 9, (Reuter): A foreig- 
ner who spent months among 
Muslims in China’s northwest fron-

China has said 22 people died 
when police crushed an uprising in 
the town of Baren last month in Xin- 


jiang, a huge and sensitive region 
bordering Afghanistan, the Soviet 


bordering Afghanistan, the Soviet 
Union. Pakistan and Mongolia. 

The official Chinese media has 
accused Muslims of forming Islamic 
death squads to launch a “holy war" 
for independence from communist 
rule by Beijing. But details have been 
sketchy and most of the region is now 
effectively dosed to foreigners. 

The foreigner, who speaks tbc 
local Turkic Uygur language and 
travelled extensively in areas near 
Baren a few days after the revolt, 
quoted several people in the area as 
saying mujahedeen guerrillas had 
supplied weapons from across the 
border. 

His account could not be indepen- 
dently confirmed but Western 
diplomats in Beijing said it was feasi- 
ble and in many respects similar to 
China’s own official version. 

The traveller said the weapons; 
mainly guns, were intended for 
simultaneous uprisings in six oasis 
towns along the ancient Silk Road on 
the 1 7th day of the Muslim Ramadan 
festival (April 13) — tbe anniversary 
of an historic Islamic victory. 

The revolt was to be led by Abul 
Kasim, described as an Islamic 
spiritual leader and commander-in- 


chief of an underground movement 
for an independent "Free East Turk- 
estan” in Xinjiang. He is believed to 
beinhis40’s.

Japan balloon crash-lands 


KATHMANDU, May 9, (UPf): A Japanese expedition attempting the first hot 
air balloon (light over Mount Everest crash-landed today on the mountain's 
Tibet side, injuring one of the three crew members in a fire and stranding them in 
a remote area, officials said. 

Officials of the Japanese embassy in Beijing and Nepal’s Ministry of Tourism 
said Chinese, Japanese and Nepalese authorities were trying to co-ordinate a 
rescue effort to the landing site. _ 

Tbe expedition, sponsored by Japan's TBS television network, was to be the 
first to balloon over Everest, the world's highest peak at 29.028 feet (8,848m). 
The mountain rises from the Himalayas on the Nepal-China border, with Tibet 
on the Chinese side. 

Prachanda Shrestha, an official of the Nepal Ministry of Tourism, said the 
balloon look off from Tingri in Tibet, on tbe northern foot of Everest, around 7 
am Kathmandu time (0100 GMT), and headed over Everest for Nepal. 

“One hour after takeoff the pilot reported the winds were not strong enough," 
Shrestha said. "He therefore reported he was making an emergency landing." 

The co-pilot. Saburo Ichiyoshi. 44. suffered leg injuries when part of the 
balloon caught fire during the landing, Japan's Kyodo news service reported. 

The pilot, Michio Kanda, 41, and a cameraman, Atsusbi Saito. 37. were 
apparently uninjured. Shrestha said communications with the crew were sket- 
chy because their hand-held radio transmissions were weak.

Aimed with shotguns and Magnum pis- 
tols. vigilantes head out in groups of 12 in 
unmarked vans to patrol the uneasy streets 
of the town, which means 'welcome* in 
Afrikaans. 

Organisers say most night patrols arc 
uneventful, with routine checks on the 
properties of elderly people and women liv- 
ing alone. 


But trade union and civil rights officials 
say the vigilantes are more concerned with 
‘black-bashing' and terrorising law-abiding 
residents than maintaining law and order. 

They say at least two blacks have been 
muTdered. allegedly at the hands of the 
patrols, since they were launched earlier this 
year. 

The white organisers of South Africa's 
biggest vigilante scheme — they boast a 
membership of more than 4.000 — deny the 
murders and are unrepentant about then- 
actions. 

They say they have a mission to clean up 
their home rown or 75.000 whites, surroun- 
ded by huge compounds housing thousands 
of black miners who work in the goldfields 

■We don’t want Kaffirs dancing in the 
streets. If they want to play with fire we can 
play with fire as well," said Hennic Muller, 
one of the masterminds of the 'white 
security' scheme. 


It was established shortly after the go ver-. 
nment opened the floodgates of black dis-_ 
sent in February by releasing Mandela from 
jail and legalising protest movements such 
as his African National Ccmgress.fANO. 

But whites living in South Africa's con- 
servative hinterland did not subscribe tothe 
generally favourable reviews of Dc Klerk s- 
initiative, and their reaction in-Welkoffl has 
fuelled fears of a white pro-apartheid back- 
lash. .

He said defence lawyers would 
ask the Supreme Court to issue a 
restraining order and rule on the 
derision to proceed with the trial. 
Camua adjourned the proceed- 
ings until next Tuesday.

Gen. Jose Common dador, the 
senior defendant. “This is worst 
than a Kangaroo court.” 

Relatives of the defendants 
jammed a small viewing room 
adjacent - to the court oom at 
Camp Crame, headquarters of 
the Philippine constabulary.

Three Filipinos charged in murder of US officer 


OLONGAPO. Philippines, May 9. (UPI): Police 
filed charges of homicide and attempted robbery 
today against three Filipinos in the killing of a US 
marine sergeant, but the prosecutor dismissed the 
case and ordered the release of the suspects. 

In a resolution, assistant prosecutor Dorentioo 
Floresca said the arrest of the three without proper 
judicial warrants was “unjustified". 

“We cannot help but apply the rules equally 
regardless of the nature of the offence and the 


personalities involved," Floresca said. 

Gunnery SgL John Fredettc. 34, on temporary 
assignment at the US-run Subic Bay naval base 
from the marine station in El Toro, California, was 
fatally shot with a single bullet fired on the back of 
the head Friday night in Olongapo, a liberty city 50 
miles (80 km) northwest ofManila. 

Police said between 10 pm Saturday and S am

MANILA, May 9. (AP): Human rights violations have decreased in the 
Philippines in recent years but mililaiy forces still head the list of 
violator, human rights watchdog groups said is separate reports 
obtained today. 

Mary Concepcion Bautista, chief of the government's Commission 
on Human Rights, said the commission's efTorts had “substantially" 
reduced the incidence of human rights violations. 

In a report to the Asia-Pacific workshop on human rights, the 
commission said 1 ,863 people were died as violators in 1988. Of those, 
1,077 were soldiers or policemen and 603 were members of the com- 
munist New People’s Army. 

■This compares with 833 soldiers and policemen and 1 10 rebels cited 
as violators in 1989. Other alleged violators include anti-communist 
vigilantes, militiamen and paramilitary troops. 

The report also showed that violators among the paramilitary 
citizens armed forces geographic units increased from 14 in 1988 to 89 
the folio wing year as those units gradually took over from the notorious 
rivifian home defence forces. 

The home Defence Force is being phased out folio wingcomplaints of 
widespread abuses. The units are supposed to be under tighter military 
control, but critics say the only difference is the name change. 

The commission said there were 1,200 casesof violations in 1989,383 
fewer than in 19S8. 

It also reported that there were 540 killings. 101 disappearances, 50 
torture and 136 arbitrary detention cases reported in 1988. but the 
numbers dropped to 352 killings, 54 disappearances, 25 torture and 100 
arbitrary detention cases in 1 989.

The saieljite carries telescopes that can detect x-rays and extreme 
ultraviolet light from mysterious bbek holes, fiery quasars, exploding 
stars, and invisible but massive stellar objects that astronomers suspect 
are remnants of the “big bang" from which the universe is thought to 
have formed.

British in debt 
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LONDON, May 9, (Reuter): The 
British are sinking ever more into 
debt to fund increasingly affluent 
lifestyles, a consumer watchdog said 
today. 

The National Consumer Council 
said there had been a change of 
attitude in Britain to debt, whether 
on credit cards, secured loans, over- 
drafts or mortgages, and called for a 
crackdown on lending. 

“Credit is no longer viewed 
exclusively as an emergency measure, 
to be used for the necessities of life," 
tbecoondl said in a report. 

Its survey showed that Britons owe 
on average twice as much per head as 
they did a decade ago despite an eight 
percent rise in disposable income. 

Margaret Thatcher's Con- 
servative government prides itself on 


raising living standards and 
introducing more home ownership. 

But to curb rising inflation, now at 
a year-on-year rate of 8. 1 per cent, it 
has doubled interest rates since June 
1988 pinching those who borrowed 
tc buy property and fund spending. 

“Debt problems have got worse in 
the last decade and could get worse 
still, with more people taking out 
second mortgages to pay for things 
like cars and holidays, and with 
house val ues falling." the report said. 

“And some people," says the 
report," are being lent money that 
they have little or no hope of repay- 
ing." 

The 1 1 -year-old Thatcher govern- 
ment has also embarked on a huge 
privatisation scheme encouraging 
millions of people to buy shares who 
in the past had not held them.

Danger still looms: Yazov 


Moscow marks victory day with a big military parade 


MOSCOW, May 9, (Agencies): Soviet Defence Minister Dmitri Yazov said today the 
country still faced military danger but pledged to pursue military reform as Moscow 
commemorated the defeat of Nazi Germany with a big parade. 

Yazov, standing next to President Mikhail Gorbachev atop the Lenin mausoleum in 
Red Square, was speaking one day after the Soviet leader criticised the armed forces and 
called for a re-examination of their role. 

‘'Under the influence of deep transformation in the Soviet Union, there have been 
considerable positive changes in international affairs. Dialogue is taking the place of 
confrontation,'* Yazov said. 


"But at the same time, the military threat remains. In these conditions the Soviet Union 
maintains its military prejjaredness at the necessajy and sufficient level and is carrying 
out a radical transformation of its defence capacity, all of which constitutes military 
reform." 

The profound changes brought about by Gorbachev's perestroika policies were not 
yet irreversible, he said. 

Gorbachev, in a speech at ceremonies on the eve of the anniversary, said thecountry's 
leadership was "far from bang satisfied with the current situation in the army. And of 
course it also cannot be beyond the pale of criticism.”

45 years ago was the“achievemenrof 
our homeland, our people," and 
coin the vi 


sue&sed the role played in the victory 
by the Communist Party, saying 
three million of its members died in 
the war. 

Revised figures disclosed last week 
put total Soviet losses at about 27 
million. 

At a time when Eastern European 
countries are negotiating the depar- 
ture of hundreds of thousands of 
Soviet troops stationed there since 
the war. he said the Soviet people had 
liberated the peoples of Europe from 
the fascist yoke. 

Gorbachev smiled broadly next to 
Yazov and other members of the 
country's leadership as ranks of land, 
sea and air troops, military cadets 
and Interior Ministry forces laun- 
ched the 30-minute parade through 
the square.. ■ 

In contrast to last week’s May Day 
celebrations, when Gorbachev was 
jeered by crowds accusing him of 
pursuing failed policies, today's 
parade wasa low-key. polished affair 
with a minimum of fanfare. 

No foreign veterans marched in 
the square as in past major celebra- 
tions. However, defence ministers 
and chiefs of staff from Warsaw Pact 
countries did attend. 

Moscow streets were virtually 


empty, with a marked absence of the 
enthusiasm shown on previous such 


occasions when families would turn 
out to witness the parade. 

Troops paraded in formation over 
the cobbled square to take a salute 
From Gorbachev, commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces. 

Cadets scurried across Red Square 
to present flowers to the Kremlin 
chief and Yazov atop the 
mausoleum. 

Television showed only the coun- 


try's top leadership — Gorbachev, 
Yazov, Prime Mimst 


; Minister Nikolai Ryz- 
hkov and Supreme Soviet Chairman 
Anatoly Lukyanov — excluding the 
rest of the leadership. 

A parade to celebrate Soviet vic- 
tory day in Lithuania ended in a rally 
against Baltic independence by 5.000 
protesters backed by the Communist 
Party and military. 

Rally speakers denounced the 
Latvian Parliament's declaration of 
independence on May 4. 

In the Lithuanian capital of Vil- 
nius. meanwhile, a witness reported 
that 200 people tried to block a 
procession of Russian veterans mar- 
ching to the statue of a Red Army- 
hero from World War II. 

“We consider the declaration of 
independence a defeat fc r everyone,” 
said Lt Gen. Oleg Zinchenko, head of 
the political directorate of the Baltic 
military region, which encompasses 
the republics of Latvia.

Zinchenk o, saying he spoke for the 
Red Army and the Soviet fleet, said at 
the rally in Riga that appeals from 
the military to the Kremlin to 
intervene more forcefully in the Bal- 
tics were not signs of weakness. 

“Nothing could be more dan- 
gerous than that misperception,” he 
told his audience in front of the 
Latvian capital's towering World 
War II victory memorial. Many peo- 
ple in the crowd waved bright red 
banners as well as Latvian flags 
emblazoned with the Soviet hammer 
and sickle. 

A traditional military parade also 
took place in Lithuania, without any 
—confrontations between supporters 
and opponents of Lithuanian 
independence. Radio Vilnius repor- 
ted. 

In Riga, the victory day celebra- 
tion began at mid-morning with a 
military parade overseen by the com- 
mander of the entire Baltic military 
district. Maj. Gen. Fyodor Kuzmin. 
• A Soviet admiral urged Gorba- 
chev yesterday to invoke “strict law 
and order” against draft evasion, 
desertion and what he said were Bal- 
tic insults against World War II 
veterans.

May 9, {API: A royal palace 
statement yesterday confirmed reports 
that an Israeli Navy boat in the Gulf of 
Aqaba fired inio ihe pathway of King 
Hussein’s yacht laic last momh while the 
monarch was standing on deck.

The statement described the incident as 
"both ominous and inexplicable." 

The palace said the incident took place

A draft resolution for discussion 
tomorrow at the annual world health 
assembly in Geneva asked the world 
body's' Director-General Hiroshi 
Nakajima to "continue his studies on 
the application of Palestine.” 

Delegates said the draft amounted 
to a request for indefinite postpon- 
ement of the PLO applies lion for full 
membership of ine World Health 
Organisation (WHO). The PLO 
currently has observer status at 
WHO meetings. 

A similar request last year by the 
PLO. which is seeking international 
recognition for its self-declared state 
of Palestine, was postponed until this 
vear following strong US opposition. 

The United States, which provides 
over a quarter uf the WHO's annual 
budget, made it dear again this year it 
would stop its contribution if the 
PLO bid was successful. 

Senior US officials attending the 
two-week meeting said they wanted 
ihe issue shelved indefinitely. 

Toe draft said its sponsors hoped 
the Palestinian people "would be 
fully represented within the World 
Health Organisation by the 
legitimate representatives." 


It did not give a date for further 
consideration of the issue which has 
threatened to plunge the WHO into a 
crisis. 

The draft's European sponsors 
were Austria, Finland. France, 
Ireland, Luxembourg. Spain, 
Sweden. Switzerland, Yugoslavia. 
Denmark. Greece, Italy and Por- 
tugal. 

Other sponsors included moderate 
Arab nations such as Egypt. 
Morocco and Oman as well as Pakis- 
tan, New Zealand and Senegal. 

The US Stale Department main- 
tains the PLO is not entitled to full 
mem bersh i p i n any U N organisation 
because it does not meet internation- 
ally recognised criteria of statehood, 
including control of territory. 

Earlier yesterday Nakajima 
appealed against poliucisation of the 
health agency, in a thinly-veiled 
reference to the PLO's application. 

“We should use political means to 
attain health objectives, but not 
health issues to serve political ends," 
the Japanese doctor told delegates 
attending the two-week meeting that 
opened Monday. 

Although the assembly is due to 
discuss issues such as nutrition, 
poverty and health risks from hazar- 
dous wastes, the PLO application is 
top of the agenda. It is scheduled for 
consideration tomorrow.

UNITED NATIONS, May 9, 
i (AP): Israel, angered by UN 
accusations that it violates the 
human rights of Palestinians, is 
striking back and pabKshing US 
State Department reports on 
rigfatsvioIatKMisbyitsArabDelgh- 
bmirs and other critics. 

The purpose of pointing out the 
human rights records of Israel's 
adversaries. Middle East 
diplomats said, is to higUigfat the 
hypocrisy of those who denounce 
Israel's treatment of Palestinians 
while reportedly oppressing their 
own people. 

But Arab and other envoys said 
Israel merely is seeking to deflect 
attention from its own abases of 
Palestinians, which they say 
violates international law, and to 
“dentil” criticism of IsraeL 

Circulate 

In the past month, Israel has 
asked dm General Assembly and 
Security Council to drndite 
copies of the 1989 USstnte depar- 
tment report on human rights 
practices in 10 countries. More 
circulated reports are plumed. 

The reports to date cover Bnrk- 
ina Faso, Cnba, Iraq, Laos, 
Malaysia, Mali, Mauritania, 
Pakistan, Senegal and Syria. 

All are members of the UN 
committee on the exercise of the 
^ malieaable rights of the Palestin- 
ian people, which has 23 regular 
members and 23 observers. 

The committee members 
regularly criticise Israel's treat- 
ment of Palestinians In the 
occupied territories, seized by 
Israel in the 1967 Middle East 
war. 

Earlier this year, the commit- 
tee, which is headed by Senegal, 
requested that the official US 
State Department report on the 
human rights situation in the 
occupied territories be circulated 
to the General Assembly and 
Security CoondL 

“The purpose of issuing these 
reports is to demonstrate that 
there is noose in singling out brad 
when so many violations are com- 
mitted in other cotmtries,” said 
Tally Ben-Tsevi, information 
officer of the Israeli mission. 

“There are many more coun- 
tries that are cited for many more 
serious human rights violations in 
the report,” she said. 

Israel hopes that next year, she 
said, the committee on Palestinian 
rights will not publish the Israel 
portion of the US report. 

Indignant 

Arab and other envoys were 
indignant that Israel pointed to 
their own shortcomings. They 
argued that the internal human 
rights problems are the business of 
the nation concerned, bat Israel is 
an occupying power violating 
human rights outside its own 
territory. 

Zadbi LabCb TetzL, observer of 
Palestine, said on May 1, that the 
committee's decision to circulate 
the US report reflected “the ques- 
tion of an occupying power, rather 
than domestic questions.” 

He told the committee that 
Israel's response in publishing 
hnwian rights violations in other 
countries was “a campaign of 
slander against this committee.” 

Tend added, “the crimes being 
committed by Israel against the 
Palestinian people were much 
greater than those being commit- 
ted by other countries.”

“My father used to do this work, I inherited his job and 
have been. here since 1980.” he said, vigorously rubbing 
with the rough horse- hair glove on ms right band the 
soaped, tingling skin of ^ Youssef Mohammed. 

This is called “abrasive deaning” — an extra 10 Syrian 
pounds (one US dollar at the tourist airport rate, or 50 
cents at the bank ), on top of the 40 Syrian pounds for the 


oriemaTbath. .... 

Mohammed grunts, as wen he might, at the double- 
fisted blow signalling he should turn over for a bit of 
abrasion on the back. 

Stretched on the marble floor awash with soapy water. 
Mohammed asserts: “Steam is very good for refreshing the 
body and the soul.” 

Bath owner Hammami, invoking tradition, supports 
this view; “The bath was tied to religious and soda! duties 
— for cleansing and to prepare for worship." 

Hammami, a young-looking 54, said he took a bath 
every day. “It’s very good for the circulation.” 

In the next room, the claim of refreshing power is not 
immediately apparent. At 60 degrees centigrade (140 


Fahrenheit) the steam permeates the body, filming it with 
perspiration. 

But the cool waters scooped over the body by reclining 
customers, from low, ornate marble basins in alcoves 
round the steaming room, attest to well-being born of 
apparent suffering. 

According to the New Testament, the nearby street 
called Straight was where St Paul recuperated from the 
temporary blindness that accompanied nis d ramatic con- 
version to Christianity on the road to Damascus.

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Ex-hostages 
recall ordeal 

Entebbe reunions 

TEL AVIV. May 9. (AP): Shai Gross visidls recalls three 
terrifying moments us a six-year-old hostage, crouching beneath 
his mother's dress to hide from armed hijackers who comman- 
deered an Air France jetliner to Africa. 

A week later. Gross and his parents were among the 102 
passengers rescued in a legendary Israeli commando raid at 
Entebbe airport. Uganda, on J uly 4, 1 976. Three hostages and an 
Israeli soldiers were killed in the raid. 

His story is one of the dramatic accounts told last night at a 
reunion of the more than 100 soldiers and fornier hosiages 
involved in Israel's bold rescue of the civilian captives. 

The gathering at a seaside hotel was called to launch a college 
scholarship fundraising drive in memory of Lt Col Yonatan 
Netanyahu, the mission commander killed at age 30 in the raid. 

“1 couldn't even cry,” said Gross. 20, now an air force 
technician, referring to his memories of the eight days he spent at 
gunpoint. “1 didn't know what struck me. I had never before seen 
a grenade or a gun.” 

Yitzhak Rabin, who was then prime minister, compared the 
Entebbe crisis to current efforts to free captives in Lebanon. 

“My policy has been that when you have a hostage situation, 
soldiers or civilians, if there's a military option, you use it. If not, 
then enter an exchange deal. For that you have to have the 
cards.” Rabin said. 

Despite US pressure on Israel to free Arab prisoners for 
hostages, Israel has conditioned any deal on the release of three 
Israeli soldiers believed held captive by pro-Iranian militants in 
Lebanon. 

Rabin said planning and executing the Entebbe rescue mission 
was a nerve-wracking affair. 

**I su fie red more than a few stomachaches over that decision. 

So many options were proposed and ruled out.” he said. In the 
raid. Israeli aircraft flew 2,400 miles (3,860 kilometres) to rescue 
the hosiages and engaged Ugandan troops in battle. 

The hijacked Air France flight, carrying 244 passengers and 1 2 
crew, had originated in Tel Aviv. It was commandered by three 
terrorists after a stopover in Athens on June 27, 1976. The 
Marxist Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine claimed 
responsibility for the hijacking. 

The aircraft was first taken to Benghazi, Libya and then flown 
to Entebbe. Non-Israeli passengers were freed and hijackers 
demanded the release of Arab prisoners in exchange for the rest. 

Gross remembers that within minutes of commandeering the 
plane, the hijackers, a German woman and two Arabs, took 
children to the front of the plane. 

He recalled his fear at the thought of separation. “What would 
they do to me." he said. “My mother took me right away and hid 
me beneath her dress, under the seat. 1 sat there 2 1/2 hours, 
petrified.” 

He said the rescue was also frightening since hosiages were 
unaware at first that the shooting they suddenly heard in the 
terminal — to which they had been taken from the airplane — 
was by Israeli soldiers. 



US aid bill for 
Israel growing 

No change likely 


WASHINGTON. May 9, (AP): With its economy in dire straits. Israel 
came to the United States in 1 982 fora fa vour Would it pay the full year’s 
$910 million in economic aid and ail at once, instead of the usual 
quarterly installments? 

The US government said yes. Eight years later, the Israeli economy is 
in better shape, but the unique treatment for Israel’s foreign aid remains a 
part of US law. 

Not only does Israel still get its aid money up fronteach year, but since 
itdoesn't need it immediately, it uses the money to buy US treasury bonds 
— loaning ihe United States back its own cash and earning an additional 
$76.7 million in interest. 

The cost to taxpayers doesn't stop there. To make the immediate 
payment to Israel each year, the United States must borrow the aid funds, 
at an additional interest cost of up to $70 million. 

US law is suffused with such special treatment for its Middle Eastern 
ally, with a value this year of $742 million, on top of S3 billion in cash 
foreign aid. And the list of special provisions is likely to grow this week 
when lawmakers deal with a bill containing $400 million in loan guaran- 
tees to build housing for Soviet Jews emigrating to Israel. 

The Senate's version of the bill would waive some S2S million in 
administrative fees, along with the usual requirements on eligibility for 
the bousing and auditing of the money. A competing house version is 
silent on tne concessions, and conferees are scheduled to meet to work 
out the differences. 

Dozens of provisions already in the law confer special status to Israel in 
business and financial dealings, trade, military co-operation and global 
politics. And like the advance aid payments, many remain in effect even 
though they have outlived their original justifications. 

Supporters of Israel note its strategic position in the unstable Middle 
Ease, its valuable sharing of intelligence information about the region 
and about global terrorism, and shared political and religious values 
between the lwo countries. 

M uch of the aid also is portrayed as a reward for the 1 979 Camp David 
peace accord with Egypt, in which Israel gave up large tracts of land and 
access to oil wells, or as a bulwark against threatening Arab neighbours. 

But a few members of Congress are beginning to raise questions about 
the aid. particularly in light of new competing demands for scarce aid 
dollars from emerging democracies in Eastern Europe and Latin 
America. 

“In the long run. 1 do not think lhc present high levels of aid are good 
for Israel or good for the United States,” said Congressman Lee 
Hamilton, chairman of the House Foreign A flairs Subcommittee on the 
Middle East. 

“it should not be looked on as an entitlement programme." said 
Hamilton, who has sought to change the foreign aid law to eliminate 
special-interest provisions dealing not only with Israel, but with other 
recipients as well. 

Along with the rise in competition for aid dollars, Israel's popularity 
has been strained. Many in the United States, including some in the 
administration of President George Bush, resent Israel's harsh tactics in 
quelling the Palestinian uprising in ihe occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. The administration is also frustrated by the increasing hard line of 
Israel's Likud government and its unwillingness to start talks on Pales- 
tinian self rule. 

But despite the new atmosphere, the aid to Israel remains secure. That, 
was demonstrated by a test vote last week in the house, when a resolution 
affirming occupied Jerusalem as the capital oflsrael passed 378 to 34. 

"You arc not goingtosec anybody in Congress suggest that the Middle 
East get less money than the administration asked for," said Congress- 
man David Obey, chairman or the Appropriations Foreign Operations. 
Subcommittee. 

“Nobody is going Lo lake omo tbeir own shoulder* the responsibility 
for blowing up what is already a highly volatile situation,” he said. 

One of Israel’s staunchest supporters. Rep. Larry Smith, said there has 
been a subtle shift in the past decade toward increased Israeli security that 
marginally affects the need for US help. 

“But put yourself in the skin of the Israelis. To them, not a lot has 
changed,” he said. “And it’s compounded by the paranoia of a very 
imperfect, non-functioning political system.” 

To make any ftmdameniul change in aid now would not only worsen 
Israel's internal situation but would “send the worst signal of all” to 
neighbouring Arab stales which are privately beginning to accept Israel's 
right to exist. Smith said. 

Israel’s preferred slu us dates to President Hany S. T ru man's recogni- 
tion of the newly formed state on May 14. 1948. Since then, the United 
States has paid out $45.8 billion in direct aid, making it the top reriptent 
in the world of American money. 

That figure does not include the hundreds of millions ordollarc Israel 
receives in indirect help from the United States, such as the advance aid 
payment provision or the likely waiver of housing loan guarantee fees.

Nurseries to aid career 
women planned: Hassan 


THE Kuwaiti Society for Arab Childhood progress 
will undertakea study on the establishment ofanon- 
proftiable private institution that seeks to build and 
run kindergartens for children of working women in 
Kuwait, the chairman of the society and former 
education minister Dr Hassan Al Ibrahim said. 

The project will reduce dependence on non- 
qualified maids and baby-sitters in houses. The 
official said and added that the idea of the project 
was bom when he was on a visit to Japan. The 
Japanese people give special concern to kindergar- 
tens and primary stage to insure secured and distinct 
future for their children. All Japanese children join 
kindergartens as compared to only 20 per cent of 
children in Kuwait and one per cent in the Arab 
countries, the chairman said. 

This project is intended to help the government in 
bearing costs of education in kindergartens, the 
officiafsaid and added that the proposed institution 
can gel contribution from charity societies and 
Zakat House, including education, social affairs 
and health ministries. The Health Ministry is in- 
charge of kindergartens in Japan, he said. 

Nominee 

Commenting on being nominated as member of 
Trustee Council of Faculty of Namora for advanced 
administrative studies in Japan. Dr Hassan Al Ibra- 
him said a former Brazilian minister and dean of 
business administration faculty at Harvard Univer- 
sity in USA are also members in the council.

educational institutions and allocate large budgets 
lo achieve these aims. 

Meanwhile, the official called for periodically 
reviewing laws, as they are tailored lo organise social 
relations and each law should reflect the principles 
of the relative social system.

sandy arena with no barriers. 

Onlookers watch the action silling on the gravel piled around the 
ring. 

In the test of strength often lasting only a few minutes, the beasts lock 
horns until one is forced to the ground.

THE steering committee set up 
by the university to amend the 
academic courses, held nine 
meetings in this context, the last 
of which was held last Saturday, 
the dean of students of Kuwait 
University, Dr Abdulla Ai 
Fihaidsaid. 

The committee is headed by 
the dean of admission and regis- 
tration and includes represen- 
tatives of different faculties and 
students union. The committee 
decided to amend some articles 
of the charter and also reached a 
consensus to have a preparatory 
year to qualify students to join 
dilTerent faculties or majors. 

Proposal 

The proposal of the 

preparatory year was welcomed 
and supported by different facul- 
ties. he said and added that the 
administration intends to apply 
it as from September 1991. 

Fihaid said that the 

preparatory year will solve the 
present problems relating to war- 
nings and registration and other 
bottlenecks and commented that’ 
the second memo relates to 
amendments on the academic 
charier. 

He said that these amend- 
ments wilt be reviewed by the 
deans committee prior to being 
sent for approval to the council 
of the university and the steering 
commiLtee has recommended 
offering a unified timetable to 
newcomers in the first session to 
avoid negative aspects of regis- 
tration that usually are encoun- 
tered by newcomers. 

Standards 

He added that according to 
amendments on the charter, the 
students who fail to keep stan- 
dards in the second session after 
applying the system of the 
preparatory year will be dismis- 
sed from the university. But these 
proposals and amendments are 
still being reviewed and studied 
by the relevant authorities in the 
university. He added that this 
system is applied in most US 
universities. Erring students are 
liable to be dismissed after one 
year of joining university which 
is a sufficient period to judge 
their abilities. These students can 
join institutes or government 
establishments. But this amend- 
ment was not accepted by the 
higher administration of the 
university, he said. 

Commenting on meetings 
with the students union, Fihaid 
pointed out that the steering 
committee adopted many 
proposals passed by the union lo 
amend the articles of the charter. 
However, he said that adminis- 
tration of university cannot 
accept all demands and 
proposals of students.

THE assistant head of driving 
tests section at Farwaniya Traf- 
fic department Cap. Anwar Al- 
Baijes has said that the General 
Traffic Administration does its 
best to offer all facilities to people 
who perform the driving test 
according to the regulations in 
force. He underscored the fact 
that . written exams are no less 
important than the practical traf- 
fic lest because being aware of 
traffic rules protects the life of 
driver and public. 

He disclosed that those who 
fail in the driving test can have 
endless chances to repeat the test 
and added that applicants can- 
not perform the driving test 
before passing the written exam. 
If they succeed in the written 
exam and fail in the driving test 
thej 1 can only repeat the driving 
lest without need to repeal lhe 
written exam again. 

About 1 80 to 200 persons per- 
form the driving test at Farwan- - 


iya Traffic Department 
everyday. This figure increases in 
Spring and Summer holidays 
because students and teachers 
usually prefer to take their tests 
during these holidays, the official 
said. He added that SO percent of 
applicants pass the test and those 
who fail have not qualified them- 
selves by receiving adequate 
training. 

He noLicea that women 
usually do noi come to the driv- 
ing test before studying the traf- 
fic rules and signals and training. 
He added that appointments of 
driving- tests usually do not 
exceed two monLhs although the 
department is doing its best to 
Shorten this period. 

Meanwhile the first traffic jud- 
gement against a woman was 
reported in May 1989 when a 
woman identified as A.A. was 
sentenced to one week in jail and 
fined KD 250 by the presiding 
judge Yusuf AI Sharhah, u local 
daily reported. 

The daily was commenting on 


a press news published last 
month indicating that April 1990 
had witnessed the first sentence 
to be issued against a woman for 
traffic violations when a lady was 
sentenced to one month in jail. 

Meanwhile, the daily said that 
the court was told that the lady 
convicted in May 1990. iden- 
tified as A.A. was 19 years ofage 
was drunk at -the time of the 
accident and further was driving 
without any licence. She was 
driving from Khairan Resort 
together with three of her friends 
and they loo were inebriated. 

One of her companions who 
was silting beside her died 
immediately after the accident 
which occurcd near Mina 
Abdulla area, while another 
male, identified as M J. including 
a girl of 20 were injured. 

The woman it is reported was 
driving at high speed when she 
apparently lost control and her 
car hit a guide post near the main 
street between Khairan and 
Mina Abdulla. 


Kuwait has 
2nd biggest 
ship fleet 

THE director of maritime affairs 
department at the Communica- 
tions Ministry Abdul Raheera AI 
Yagout has said that Kuwait has 
the second biggest fleet in the 
Arab area and occupies the 22nd 
position among the 1 31 member 
states of the International 
Marine Organisation. The 
department is going to extend the 
use of computers in some sec- 
tions of the department and is 
planning fn enhance marine 
services in co-operation with 
several concerned authorities. 
The plan is one of the activities of 
the department in the field of 
marine safety, he said. 

Yagout pointed out that the 
department began preparing for 
a meeting in co-operation with 
other concerned authorities, to 
discuss amending the law to 
protect sea water from oil pollu- 
tion. The department offered 
several facilities in the last period 
like opening offices at sea dubs 
and fishermen diwaniya to regi- 
ster small ships and boats (touris- 
tic and fishing boats) without the 
need to refer to the Ministry of 
Communications the official 
said. He added that the depart- 
ment in co-operation with the 
Kuwait institute of Scientific 
Research (Kisr) arranged for 
training courses for Kuwaiti 
youths to graduate supervisors 
of pollution and assistant 
maritime surveyors and dis- 
closed that a number of Kuwaiti 
specialists are working in the 
department. He added that there 
are about 1 2.000 small ships and 
more 1.500 big ships including 
the commercial fleet and oil tan- 
kers registered at the depart- 
ment. He added that the depart- 
ment is concerned in following 
up local and international laws 
and charters on maritime affairs.

New code for hiring 
pharmacists: Razzaq 


KD150 for trainees 


THE Minister of Public Health 
Dr Abdul Razaq AI Abdul Raz- 
zaq yesterday announced the 
endorsement of a new system and 
code of regulations for hiring’ 
pharmacists and pharmaceutical 
specialists. 

He told a local daily that the 
pharmacists hiring regulations 
stipulate that applicants must 
have completed a minimum five 
years of university study at a 
well-recognised university and 
graduated with good grade. 

He added that applicants must 
also have accumulated minimum 
three years of practical 
experience at a treating institu- 
tion and must be able to pass the 
qualification tests carried out by 
the ministry. 

The minister said that 
applicants of Kuwaiti nation- 
ality, those who have a diploma, 
M/Sc or PhD in the required 
specialisations, and those who 
were born in Kuwait and did all 
their pre-college studies at 
Kuwaiti schools, will be exemp- 


ted from the second stipulation 
and be able to join the field train- 
ing programme and priority of 
appointment will be given to 
applicants whose fathers are 
employees at the ministry. 

’ Remuneration 

He pointed out that the phar- 
macist field training programme 
runs for three years, following 
the first year and full evaluation 
of the trainee will be carried out 
and another after completion of 
the two subsequent years. 

He added that the trainee will 
be given a monthly remuneration 
of KD150 during the first year, 
which will increase by KD50 at 
the beginning of the following 
year, provided that the pharma- 
cist passes the qualifying tests 
arranged by a special committee. 

He also said that the seconded 
pharmacists will after the lapse of 
three years be qualified for 
appointment and the annual 
KD50 increase will continue 
until a maximum limit equalling 
the overall salary of the grade 


deserved upon appointment. 

As Lo the regulations govern- 
ing pharmaceutical technicians 
and the training field 
programme, the minister said 
that the specialist must have 

completed a two-year study 
course after graduation from 
secondary school at a well-recog- 
nised institute and have three 
years ofpractical experience, two 
of which in the field of treatment, 
and pass the tests carried out by 
the ministry. 

Exception will be made for 
Lhose who were born in Kuwait 
and completed their years of 
schooling in Kuwait and priority 
will be given to graduates from 
local institutes and children of 
ministry staff. 

Trainees will be given KDI00 
as monthly remuneration during 
the first year which will increase 
by KD25 at the outset of each 
subsequent year based on the 
evaluation results of the t rainee's 
performance.

Cairo’s open 
policy hailed 

THE Egyptian president's May Day address is evidence 
that he is not only a renowned politician, but well-versed 
with economic issues. 

He did not promise a highly prosperous and imaginary 
future by announcing unfounded projects, but directly 
told his people about the economic conditions of the 
country. He explained the budget and candidly said that he 
would stop government subsidies. This was not done by 
decree, but by way of explaining the bare facts. 

Hesaid: “Subsidies go the wrongway — they go to those 
who do not need it,” and added: “subsidies sometimes go 
as fodder to the animals of the ‘have’ and do not reach the 
‘have nots’ for whom the subsidies were primarily inten- 
ded." 

He commented that he inherited a troubled economy as 
a direct result of politicians “toying” with the welfare of 
the people of Egypt. 

It is said that the most risky economic issues are those 
run by politicians, particularly if they construe them 
through a political context Since 1952, Egypt witnessed 
political leaders who continued to play with the economic 
issues to serve their political ends. They allowed politics to 
guide the economy, although in numerous instances, they 
were contradictory. 

Taking a pragmatic and open stand. President Mubarak 
announced the cancellation of subsidies and further 
announced the intention of the government to sell the 
public sector which the state was unable to run in a proper 
manner. His clear explanations to his people as to the 
reasons for these decisions enamoured him to them and 
avoided any revolt — inspite of some negative propaganda 
by some miscreants.

Demons remain 
for South Africa 

JOHANNESBURG, (Reuter): President F.W. De Klerk served tea to 
Nelson Mandela, die black leader many whitf South Africans would 
have preferred to serve a lifetime in jail. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha, the main apologist for past harsh white 
governments, swapped quips with Thabo Mbeki, long exiled spokes- 


man for an oppressed black majority. . 

But away from the<x>nvi vial atmosphere ofhistoric talks between the 
white ‘government and the African National Congress (ANC) in Cape 


Town’s stately Grootc Schuur government mansion last week, there 
was a brief but rude intrusion of life at the grassroots in South Africa. 

White police with clubs smashed a peaceful demonstration by a small 
group of blacks on the doorstep of a hotel where Mbeki was addressing 
several hundred awed white South Africans, most of whom had never 
seen or heard his like before, on the need for fundamental change by 
whites steeped in aparthied. 

The triumph of the first talks between white and black leaders, whose 
predecessors warred for 80 years across a yawning racial divide, was ’ 
that they all discovered they were no devils. “Everyone was astoun- 
ded... no one had horns,” said Mbeki. 

Buoyed by the discovery and a remarkably trustful relationship 
established by their leaders — reformist President De Klerk and 
Mandela, the man he freed from 27 years in jail — the negotiating teams 
achieved significant success in their aim of clearing obstacles to fullscale 
talks on a non-rarial democratic constitution. 

They committed themselves to a negotiated settlement and set up a 
plan that could lead to black political prisoners being freed and exiles 
allowed to return home, the state of emergency being at least partially 
lifted and the ANC’s armed struggle being suspended. 

Some analysts and diplomats argue that the agreements, and the 
spirit of co-operation behind them, in effect mean that a rudimentary 
coalition has been formed between the ruling National Party and the 
main black opposition. 

They are setting up joint working groups and a hotline over which to 
consult regularly as South Africa gropes toward the post-apartheid 
future. Mandela can call De Klerk at any time. 

Sources close to the talks say there was a measure of real agreement, 
which they declined to specify, on security and other issues that went 
well beyond the public programme framed in the "Groote Schuur

Baltics to present their case 


WASHINGTON: The three Baltic countries, Lith- 
uania, Latvia and Estonia, are planning to present 
their case for independence from the Soviet Union 
to the summit meeting between President George 
Bush and President Mikhail Gorbachev in Washin- 
gton May 30. And they hope that by approaching 
both at this occasion they will succeed in making 
certain that their case will be on the agenda, that it 
will be discussed and force the Soviet trader to come 
to grips with it. 

One of the basic differences between the inter- 
pretations of the legal situations is that the Baltic 
countries insist that they are under Soviet occupa- 
tion that it is therefore not a matter of gaining 
independence. The Soviets on the other hand, say 
that they are part of the Soviet Union and that it is 
therefore a question as to whether they can be given 
i n dependence. It is hard to see how the two sides can 
reach a compromise on such a basic legal difference 
of view. It gets even more complicated when the 
Soviets insist that whatever negotiations. will lake 
place, will be based on Soviet law and the Balts 
counter by saying that they will not acccept having 
to follow forcignlaws. 

initiative 

So far it has been Lithuania, which took the 
initiative in seeking to establish its independence, 
Latvia and Estonia, though in agreement with Lith- 
uania on independence, have not tried to pass laws 
to re-establish that independence. There is some 
feeling among Latvians and Estonians that the 
Lith uanians may have acted too predptiousiy, 
especially as regards passing various laws in their 
Parliament to establish their independent status. 
But in principle their aims are the same and it is for 
that reason that they are now trying to co-ordinate 
their efforts to achieve independence from the 
Soviet Union. 

The three Baltic countries, according to Washing- 
ton sources, plan to insist that if a referendum is 
carried out, as Gorbachev Iras suggested, the basic 
question must not be whether they want to be 
independent, because they consider themselves still 
independent, though under occupation. They want 
to insist that the question to be asked in the referen- 
dum has to be: do you want to join the Soviet Union 
or not. I cannot see how Gorbachev could ever agree 




•would accept a question, such as: Do we want to 
cecedefrom the Soviet Union. For in order to obtain 
a vote in favour the Balts would have to win by a 
two-third majority which would be hard to obtain, 
certainly in Latvia where 50 per cent of the popula- 
tions are Russians or in Estonia where 39 per cent 
are Russian. 

Where the Lithuanians have miscalculated is in 
expecting strong American support in their drive for 
independence. But whether it is in Congress or 
among Americans generally, the stakes involved in 
American-Soviet relations, are rated much higher 
for the United States, for the world and for peace, 
than the independence of the Baltic countries. In 
western - Europe" these stakes are rated even higher 
than here. That does not mean that Bush will not 
press for active neogtiations between the Soviet 
Union and the three Baltic nations. 

Gorbachev's decision not to proceed with the 
drastic economic reforms his closest economic adv- 


isers had advocated are seen here as an indication of 
his political weakness and his concern that these 
reforms could lead to fearfully damaging strikes, 
even civil war and to his fall. His economic advisers 
were in full agreement that far-reaching reforms 
were essential in order to improve not only the living 
conditionsoftheordinary Soviet citizens, butalso to 
make Soviet industry competitive with the rest of the 
world. They were quite candid in saying, even to 
foreigners, that Gorbachev waited too long and that 
unless he acted very soon, things would get even 
worse. 

I am told that Gorbachev now hopes that the 
massive savings in defence will, at least for the time 
being, provide the funds the manpower to improve 
the economic situation, and do it gradually. He 
apparently also hopes that with military production 
cut, more goods will become available for civilian 
use and. for exports. And since bis advisers are well 
aware that Soviet manufactured goods cannot com- 
pete on the world markets for quality, the plan is to 
follow the early strategy that worked so well for 
Taiwan and South Korea when the two relied on 
cheap labour and low prices to sell their manufac- 
tured goods. 

An interesting contrast has developed between 
Soviet and Polish public opinion. On the basis of 
public speeches by labour union leaders, members 
of the Soviet Parliament and newspaper commen- 
taries, the Soviet people rather live with the current 
shortages of food and manufactured goods than 
face the threat of unemployment and cuts in soda! 
security support. The poles, at least for the time 
being, seem to be willing to take these risks — 
unemployment is already spreading — in the hope 
that they can look forward to a brighter future.

1 am told on good authority that the Bush admin- 
istration is in much closer touch with the Soviet 
leadership than is generally known and that Bush 
therefore has a better appreciation of whatisat stake 
for Gorbachev. It would have been hard to believe, 
even three months ago, that an American adminis- 
tration would have an interest in preserving a 
specific Soviet leader in power. What the United 
States can do is of course very limited, but at least 
Bush does not want to contribute to his difficulties.

that the summit meeting at the end of May takes 
place, that certain arras control agreements make 
more tapid progress and that the crisis with Lith- 
uania does not upset these aims. Bush has shown 
himself very adept in dealing with this delicate 
situation. He has bi-partisan support in Congress 
for his policy and, above all, among American 
public opinion. His critics have failed to rally public 
opinion against him. 

The more detached attitude of the Bush adminis- 
tration toward Israel also seems to have fairly broad 


approval. Partly, this is due to the long-drawn 
political deadlock that has made it 'impossible to 
achieve any progress- with the. so-called American 


peace initiative, pertly to unpopular moves by mem- 
bers of the Israeli government, such as the occupa- 
tion of St John’s Hospital in the old part of occupied 
Jerusalem by Jewish settlers. It may well mean that 
the additional aid of 5400 million the Israeli govern- 
ment asked for will run into trouble in Congress. 


The Bush administration altogether seems to be 
anxious to throw oil on agitated waters. That applies 
to the conflicts over trade with Japan in particular. 
In the last month or so the trade war debate between 
Washington and Tokyo assumed such bitterness at 
both ends, that members of the Bush administration 
and the b usiness i mmuni ty began to wonder where 
it would end and whetherit would not seriously hurt 
a relationship that has been tenuous at best. Still, it 
came as a surprise when Carla A. Hills, the US trade 
representative told Congress that Japan bad made 
some major concessions and that further tightening 
of the trade law would impede further progress. 
Public opinion has grown increasing: anti- Japanese, 
but with so much at stake for the United States in 
Asia, especially from a security viewpoint, the 
administration decided not to push anti- Japanese 
sentiment to a point where it would impede future 
co-operation in other than the field of trade. 

Hostages 

Bush has signalled to Iran, Iraq and Syria that he 
would prefer to pursue a more constructive policy 
toward these two countries if only those hostages 
were released. Iran, in particular, is anxious to 
obtain the release of its funds that are held in escrow 
here, since the Soviets are unlikely to give it the 
financial support it has been getting in the more 
recent past. 

The most recent US efforts to improve relations 
with Iraq came as a surprise and were widely criti- 
cised, especially in view of the discoveries that it was 
engaged in major efforts to acquire long-range 
artillery guns and medium-range missiles. 

What is obvious from these US policies is that 
Bush, unlike Reagan, is not seeking confrontations 
but is trying to reduce conflicts and promote 
negotiations. And by creating this overall impres- 
sion he is reducing the chances of his critics to make 
an impact. He has already proved it in dealing with 
the attempt by the Lithuanian leadership to use the 
United States to advance its own immediate aims 
with the Soviets. 

Inevitably Bush will be accused of not being a 
strong leader, but one seeking accommodations. 
But there is little doubt that he has the majority of 
American public opinion on his side. He has been

US courts all but Vietnam 


WASHINGTON, (AP): The United States under 
President George Bush has been making friendly 
overtures to some countries more accustomed to 
scorn. But Vietnam remains an exception. 

Old rivals Iran and Syria are being praised for 
their role in helping win the release of American 
hostages. There even is evidence of a thaw with two 
Marxist countries that Washington has long 
ignored: Albania and South Yemen. 

This week, the government is entertaining the 
deputy Prime Minis terof Mongolia, Dasldin Byam- 
basuren, the highest ranking official from that coun- 
try to visit Washington since it entered the Soviet 
orbit in 1921. 

Three years ago, the United States and Mongolia 
were not on speaking terms; now they are talking 
about a trade agreement. 

But there’s one old foe to whom the United States 
has been far less welcoming: Vietnam. It was 15 
years ago this week that the communist conquest of 
Vietnam was completed with the collapse of the 
Saigon government and the humiliating US depar- 
ture. 

Vietnam seems ready for healing wounds. But the 
United States is making normalization subject to 
onerous conditions, and leaving the impression that 
it is psychologically difficult for it to make gestures 
toward the country responsible for America’s 
greatest military defeat. 

Washington is demanding that Vietnam find a 
solution to the decade-long conflict in Cambodia 
and that Hanoi withdraw all its forces from that 
country permanently. The United States alscfewants 
an accounting of more than 2,300 US troops still 
listed as missing in action in Vietnam. 

A Time- CNN poll indicates the administration 
may be out of step with public opinion on the 
Vietnam question. Three out of five respondents 
favour an exchange of ambassadors with Hanoi. 

But the Wall Street Journal believes administra- 
tion policy is right on the mark. 

“Vietnam remains a bastion of repression and a 
threat to its neighbours," the journal editorialized. 
“It is important to insist that it first become a 
civilized nation before offering it friendly gestures... 
In Asia... there has been no crackup of communist 
dictatorships. Neither has there been any significant 
reduction in the Pacific military might of Vietnam's 
big brother, the Soviet Union."

Latin, African nations alarmed at diversion to East Europe 


VIENNA, May 9, (Opecna): The

S. African gold mines threatened 


Production to fall by Half 


JOHANNESBURG, May 9. 
(Reuter): South Africa, the world’s 
lop gold producer, may face a hefty 
drop in output during the 19906 
because ofweak prices and high costs 
that could close mines. 

The Council of Mineral Tech- 
nology, a state-supported research 
organisation, predicts that produc- 
tion could Tall by us much as one half 
from last year's 606 tonnes. 

“Optimists forecast that produc- 
tion can maintain a level of 600 ton- 
nes a year until the turn of the cen- 
tury, it commented in a survey 
presented to -a conference on Wed- 
nesday. - 

“Realists, however, note that 
South Africa's production costs — 
the highest in toe world — ■ are still 
rising and without a substantial rise 
in the rand price of gold, the optimis- 
tic figure of 600 tonnes could be 


halved,” it added. 

Only several years ago, South 
Africa's mines had the world's lowest 
production costs- 
Other experts taking a shorter 
term view, such as David Giese of 
stockbrokers Davis, Brokum Hare 
Inc. and Mike Brown of Frankel, 
Kruger. Vjnderine Inc., saw annual 
production 50 tonnes or more lower 
by the mid- 1990s. 

With world gold prices currently 
languishing at around 5370 an 
ounce, S50 below prices three months 
ago and significantly lower than 
many analysts expected , Giese said it 
was becoming inevitable that some 
mines may have to close. 

"We are probably looking at 
about 11 or 12 mines that arc 
threatened wuhdosure,”hesaid, but 
added there was no question of 
immediate shutdowns as closures 


take anything up to two years to 
complete. 

In contrast with many new mines 
in Australia, Canada and the United 
States with surface or shallow opera- 
tions, most South African mines face 
heavier costs in having lo dig far 
down through hard rock to get at 
□arrow seams of gold reef, 

Mineownera blame rising produc- 
tion costs largely on persistently high 
inflation, now around 15 per cent a 
year. 

Among mines threatened are the 
older so-called marginal operations, 
incurring high costs and extracting 
low grades.

BCCI’s stake 
under review 

Kifco shares can be sold to Kuwaitis

THE BCCl's 49 per cent stake in 
Kuwait International Finance Co. 
( Kifco ) is under review after the Lux- 
embourg-based bank was taken over 
by the government orAbu Dhabi in a 
move io prop it up following the 
announcement ofstaggerine losses in 
1989. 

Whether the bank will sell its share 
largely depends on the profitability 
of the Kuwaiti affiliate, which accor- 
ding to a Kuwait-based banking 
source has never been in the red in its 
16 years of operation. 

BCC1 (Bank of Credit and Com- 
merce International) can sell its 
Kifco shares only to Kuwaiti inves- 
tors as no foreign bank can operate 
on the Kuwaiti market. BCCt 
acquired the stake before the rule was 
enforced. 

Bank officials said after the 
announcement of last year’s finan- 
cial results on May 1 that important 
restructuring of BCCI will take place 
over the coming months. According 
to reports from London this could 
mean senior management changes 
and the closure of some of the bank's 
smaller branches. 

It is understood that two of Kifco' s 
senior managers are being trans- 
ferred to Pakistan, the home country 
of BCCl's founder Agha Hasan 
Abedi and many of its upper crust 
management. 

Technically speaking all of the 35- 
strong Kifco staff work under ins- 
tructions from the Kifco board of 
directors after the Kuwaiti firm's 
management contract with BCCI 
was terminated in 1985 on the Cen- 
tral Bank's orders. 

The source in Kuwait said that the 
seven-member committee currently 
hammering out the bank's new 
strategy in London will not rush to 
sell Knco shares, if for no other 
reason than that it has more urgent 
areas of operation to examine, such 
u the BCCl's presence in Latin 
America and the Caribbean. 

The bank's modest beginnings in 
1 972 with SI 0 million, gave no clue to 


its meteoric growth that propelled it 

into the group of the world's 20 big- 
gest privately held banks. 

With its S21 billion in assets and 
400 branches in 73 countries 
acquired over a comparatively short 
time span, the bank had the reputa- 
tion for chasing the fast buck. After 
an elaborate clandestine investiga- 
tion two of the bank's subsidiaries 

E leaded guilty in February to drug 
Hindering charges in the US. The 
bank got out of the case with a SI 5 
million fine, a drop in the ocean ofits 
assets. 

Its last year tosses of 5498 million 
are the result of an increase in prov- 
isions for bad and doubtful loans 
amounting to SfiOO million. Prov- 
ision against country risk forms 
about 50 per cent of the sum. 

The Abu Dhabi intervention was 
mandated by the bank's supervisors. 
Tbe UAE raised its stake in the bank 
from some 50 per cent to 77, courtesy 
Khaled Bin-Mahfouz of Saudi 
Arabia, who wanted to get rid of his 
20 per cent stake in the bank. Abu 
Dhabi also injected S400 million in 
new equity subscriptions. 

The BCCI now hopes it can wipe 
the slate clean and start a new chap- 
ter. In this it may succeed and the last 
year’s figure, which in fact are not 
that damaging, can be a starting 
point. The bank made a S224 million 
operating profit in 1989 although it 
was wiped out by the loan loss prov- 
ision determined by the Bank of 
England matrix, the formula for 
Third World debt write-offs. 

The bank in its communication to 
its correspondents said it is 
vigorously pursuing recovery of cer- 
tain commercial loans which are in 
the process of being re-negotiated. 

BCCI 1989 accounts show that its 
assets have risen from $20. 6 billion to 
$23 . 5 billion and i ts liquid assets were 
quoted at $12.3 billion an increase of 
$2.6 billion from 1988. 

Customer deposits rose from S 1 5.6 
billion to $18.4 billion and tbe bank 
managed to not only cap but aJso 
reduce its escalating operating 
expenses bringing them to $575 
million in 1989.

Aid to East Germany 


BRUSSELS, May 9, (Reuter): West 
Germany got European Economic 
Community blessing on Tuesday for 
a plan to revive the post-war Mar- 
shall Plan to help East Germany 
rebuild its economy. 

“It's a new purpose for an old 
fund," an EC spokesman told 
Reuter. 


The Marshal] Plan, or European 
recovery programme, was set up 
after Worm War Two to reconstruct 
towns in Western Europe that were 
damaged in the war. 

This will be the first time money 
from the fund is being used to help in 
east block country. 

West Germany proposed using the 
fund for reconstruction it believes is 
sifij needed as a consequence of the 
devastating urban damage Germany 
suffered during tbe war. 

The new plan means six billion 
West German marks ($3.62 billion) 
of new money raised from West Ger- 
man sources can be spent helping the 
former communist state. 

Of this, some 1.2 billion marks 
($725 million) will be used thisyear to 
help start up businesses, clean up the 
environment, modernise industrial 
plants and provide tourist facilities 
such as hotels, guest houses and res- 
taurants. 

Named after former US secretary 
of state General George Marshall, 
the fund raised a total or about $47 
billion at 1981 prices between 1948 
and 1952, Most of this was given by 
the United States, some by Canada. 


The West Germany government 
has kept the fund rolling, partly from 
loans bang repaid. 

The European Community’s 
executive commission hod to vet the 
plan because it has responsibility for 
checking all state aids to make sure 
they do not give one EC member 
state an unfair advantage over oth- 
ers. 

■ The European Commission's top 
financial official on Wednesday 
backed steps by Greece’s new con- 
servative government to tackle an 
economic crisis but said it might have 
to get even tougher. 

“My impression of the measures 
taken by the govenrnient to stabilise 
the economy is positive," European 
Commissioner tor Financial Affairs 
Henning Chrisiopbexsen told repor- 
ters after an hour’s meeting with 
Prime Minister Constantine Mit- 
sotakis. 

He said they marked “a substan- 
tial step in the right direction but 
further steps will be necessary." 

■ France and Britain have reached 
a common stand on tbe creation of 
the European Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development on Eastern 
Europe (EBRD), an official spokes- 
man said here Wednesday. 

The Elysce palace spokesman said 
the agreement on the creation of the 
bank was reached during the May 4 
summit in England of French 
President Francois Mitterrand and 
British Premier, Margret Thatcher.

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EEC bids to cut customs procedures Co-operation with

Bush to 
discuss 
raising 
taxes 

WASHINGTON, May 9, 
(Agencies): President George 
Bush is ruling out raising income 
taxes but is willing to discuss 
other tax increases, ranging from 
a national sales tax to higher 
levies on alcohol and cigarettes. 
Republican lawmakers said yes- 
terday. 

Bush discussed taxes with con- 
gressional Republican leaders 
after budget director Richard 
Damian delivered a gloomy 
assessment of the economy, said 
participants at a White House 
meeting. Bush invited 
Republican members of Con- 
gress to a meeting to discuss ways 
ofcutting the deficit. 

“Value-added taxes, taxes on 
booze and cigarettes, a national 
lottery, a one-cenl national tax, 
all sorts of things like that are in 
the mix.” said assistant Senate 
Republican leader Alan K. Sim- 
pson. 

However. he added, 
“nobody's talking about raising 
income tax rates.” 

At the hour-long White House 
session, participants said, Dar- 
man told the lawmakers that an 
automatic budget cut in excess of 
$55 billion was likely this fall in 
the absence of major new deficit- 
cutting steps. 

That could chop about 20 per 
cent across the board in defence 
and most domestic programmes. 

Despite the president's earlier 
pledge against new taxes, Simp- 
son said. Bush “is fully aware 
that he’s got a country to nm. 
And he’s got to do that in a 
responsible way because lots of 
figures have changed." 

Simpson, speaking to repor- 
ters in the driveway outside the 
White House, said Darman had 
spelled out spending cuts so mas- 
sive that they would be “totally 
unacceptable to the American 
people." 

Participants said Bush listened 
as Republican lawmakers discus- 
sed a variety of lax options, but 
that he did not voice his own 
opinion on any particular tax. 

However, the president 
reiterated his position that there 
be no “preconditions.” 

“We’re going to see the econ- 
omic jitters set in unless 
somebody assu mes some respon- 
sibility for the budget." said Sen. 
Thad Cochran, a Republican, 
"■nie president is trying to do 
this. And I applauded him for it." 

House of Representatives ass- 
istant Republican leader Newt 
Gingrich said Republicans 
would not agree to any plan that 
would hurl them in an election 
year.

Pioneer to market for $3,160 

Car navigation system 


TOKYO. May 9, (AP): A new navigation system 
made by Japan's Pioneer Electronic Corp. uses 
satellites to calculate a vehicle's location and then 
displays it lo the driver on a map on a colour screen. 

The system, which goes on salein Japan on June2 1 . 
connects to the vehicles' s audio system and uses 
special compact discs to display maps of any part of 
Japan, Pioneer spokesman Toru Yokomizo said 
today.- 

The complete system, including navigation device, 
display, antenna and audio system, will cost about 
500,000 yen (S3,160), be said. 

Yokomizo said the device is the first satellite 
navigation system for cars available as an accessory 


on the retail market. 

The device, named Avic-1, uses signals from 
satellites to automatically calculate the vehicle's loca- 
tion. It indicates the location with a red dot on the 
maps, which arc displayed on a 10-centimetre (four- 
inch) flat colour screen, he said. 

The driver can choose from five IcveLsoCdetail in 
the maps, which also’ include names of thousands of 
restaurants, hotels, and cmcrtaimncntfacilides-and 
the services they provide, he said. . 

The navigation system has an accuracy of 20-30 
metres (65-100 feet) and can be used by cards, bucks 
or even helicopters, Yokomizo said. The vehicles can 
be moving or standing still, he said.

Businessman turns to painting 

Paul Savitt drops out of advertising 


NEW YORK, May 9. (Reuter): Seventeen 
years ago, Paul Saviu traded the fancy cars 
and long lunches of Madison A venue's adver- 
tising world for an artist's studio. Now at the 
age of 63, he says he's only 20 years away from 
becoming a great painter. 

Saviu dropped out of advertising after 25 
years of promoting tobacco, banks and wine 
because, he says, he was “romantic and fool- 
hardy." 

He regrets only that he didn't quit sooner. 

“I knew there was a day of reckoning com- 
ing — advertising or painting,” he says. 

Ditching the advertising agency ne laun- 
ched — and an annual salary of $250,000 — 
he begrn painting for 15 hours a day and no 
pay at all. 

“J had been operating double-agent style, 
doing both and cheating everybody.” Saviu 
told Reuters as he opened his first exhibition 
to rave reviews. 

Art scholar Donald Kuspit called him a 
“new and important figure on the American 
art scene." 

“We are in the presence of a powerful 


fort*," said K uspi t, praising Savin's technical 
variety and primitive energy. 

Associates say Saviu went into "self- 
imposed isolation." But Savitt says only his 
daily routine changed, not himself. 

“I still have all the same insanities. But 
whereas I used to be a businessman, employ- 
ing many people and coping with problems, 
suddenly,! was in my studio, alone. No phone 
calls, no demands, no treachery — and no 
Teat successes either.” 

Savit paints huge, three-dimensional wall 
paintings — rich with colour — made of sand, 
coffee grinds, egg shells and glass. 

Savin's sculptures were also displayed at 
the Daniel Broder Gallery - Alongside were his 
framed drawings — tiny doodles and seemin- 
gly random words scribbledon the television 
page of the New York Times. 

Saviu said his work does not strive to be 
weird or modern. 

“In fact, I may not be well-suited iothe20th 
century. 1 didn't confine myself to modern 
language and I was actually aiming to create 


some feeling of antiquity,” he said. 

“Rockstar” is a 3-D creation, crusty with 
blue, red and yellow paint and fired with 
energy. The singer's mouth is jarred wide 
open, his limbs frozen in motion. 

Savitt pointed out his latest creation, built 
of sand that he dyed with pigmenL and depict- 
ing a jet black sky streaked with thin zips and 
lights. 

“It was the very finest white sand I’ve ever 
seen. Ev eryone can paint but this is fantastic. 1 
discovered a new material,” he said. 

“I'm not an artist but an industry, a 
research and development man who scours 
construction companies for new ideas,” he 
said. “But an always hovers in the wings — 
even when I was in advertising. 

“When 1 was young . . . my heroes were 
Gaugin and Van Gogh. They stopped at noth- 
ing to paint. They were romantic and fool- 
hardy — just like me. 

“Now I'm working toward being a great 
painter. 1 even know what my best work will 
look like, bul I'm still 20 years away from 
doing it," said Saviu.

“Gold is one of the few inves- 
tment vehicles likely to show 
stability,” said gold specialist 
Rhona O'Connell, launching 
Shearson Lehman Hutton 
Inc-’s latest detailed forecasts 
for gold prices. 

“Cash is still king, meaning 
that gold is taking a back seat 
for professional investment 
managers,” she added. 

Gold should trade within a 
range of $362 an ounce to $425 
this year and between $380 and 
$450 next year, Shearson 
predicted. 

It estimated a 1990 annual 
average price of $395 rising to 
$410 for 1991, compared with 
the 1989 average of $381.52. 

Shearson said it saw “little 
potential” for a substantial 
rise, despite an expected reduc- 
tion in supplies in 1990 and 
1991. 

O'Connell said that the 
boom in production during 
most of the l^SOs — which was 
stimulated by the record high 
price of $850 in 1980 — was 
coming to an end, especially in 
Australia. 

Shearson expects Australian 
production to peak at 220 
metric tonnes this year, falling 
to 215 in 1991 and 210 in 1992. 
Output last year was 203. 

US production this year was 
put at 273.7 tonnes, rising to 
295 tonnes next year, compared 
with 1989 output of 251.9. 

Output In South Africa was 
forecast to fall from 606 in 1989 
to 600 tonnes Hus year and 590 
in 1991. South Africa is the 
world's biggest producer, with a 
35 per cent share of the total. 

Bat Shearson said it expec- 
ted production in most Third 
World countries, particularly 
Ghana, Venezuela and Papua 
New Guinea, to continue 
expanding rapidly.

Lockheed, which has built 
planes in Burbank since 1928, 
said yesterday it will move its 
aerospace division to Marietta. 
Georgia, outside Atlanta. 

The move to Georgia, where 
Lockheed already builds and 
services cargo planes at a govern- 
ment-owned facility, will cut 
costs substantially, Tellep said. 

The skunk works research 
unit, where spy planes and the 
Stealth fighter were developed, 
will become a separate sub- 
sidiary and gradually move from 
the 320-acre (130-hectare) Bur- 


bank site to Palmdale, in the 
desert 50 miles (80 kilometres) 
north of Los Angeles.

The 
A jama and Ellora caves are said to have 
been excavated and restored fay Nizam-ul- 
Mulfc. Mir Osman Ali Khan, one of the 
richest men in the world, was also one of 
the most parsimonious, an eccentric 
recluse who cut himself off from the 
extravagant public lifestyle of princely 
India. To this day. no one has been able to 


determine the exact value of his fortune, 
which some say, still lies buried somewhere 
in his palace grounds. 

After the British came to India. 
Hyderabad was seen as a staunch British 
ally. British ascendancy gave the Nizams 
more glory as they went shopping all over 
the world, bringing back Rolls Royces and 
art objects. 

In 1948, the princely state came under 
the union government of India. 

With the diminishing power of the 
Nizams, patronage of the arts received a 
setback and the Hyderabadis had to adapt 
to a new lifestyle, The last four decades saw 
a marked decline in the city's splendour 
perhaps due to neglect, population influx 
and industrial growth. 

Gradually, Hyderabad is awakening to 
a new dawn. The Banjara Hills, where the 
Rajasthani gypsies once camped, is now 
prime real estate; diamond glitter has given 
way to vineyards and film studios and a 
new cultural synthesis is emerging one that 
strives to retain the music in the language 
and a gentleness of life that permeates 
beyond Hyderabad's industrial boom. 
The quintessence lives on

the city, can’t forget the past glory or its 
present character.

The "OpqrnbalT has a long and. traditional his- 
tory which started with Franz Joseph L considered 
thcgpdfatheroftheevenL Hegavetheorder to build 
the Vienna Stale Opera in 1 860. which he envisioned 
as a theatre for operas, ballet and venue for elegant 
balls. After its official opening in 1869, operas and

In 1877., the concept of the “OperobaU" was held

The grand social event was interrupted in 1899 
when Gustav Mahler — himself a famous artist and 
director of the Vienna State Opera — had to tem- 
porarily hah it lo remodel the building for security 
reasons. It later re-opened following renovation m 
1921 — only to be cancelled again during the Second 
World War. 

The year 1 956 saw the resumption ofthe “Opcrn- 
ball” with the presentation of Beethoven's 
“FideKo". Since then, the “OpernbalT has been 
held in February each year, and to this day, is 
regarded by Europe’s society as the most exclusive 
soda! event, and by the Republic of Austria as a 
national feast, a "state happening" under the direct 
supervision of the Austrian president. It will now 


take place at the Kuwait International Hotel on 
May 12.

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Dear Junior readers. 

Most of you eat at least three meals a day .- 
Sometimes you argue at what you are fed 
because you don't like it. And sometimes 
you take seconds. 

Have you ever stopped and wondered 
how food gets its taste? 

Tne whole process at tasting is aciualty 
quite a complicated thing. First we start the 
taste buds, tiny wart-tike bumps on the 
tongue called "papillae." An individual has 


about three thousand taste buds. 

We taste when the molecules in a fluid 
strike the hairs in the taste buds and 
produce a reaction. Only substances in 
solution, where the atoms move about 
freely, can be tasted. A glass ball for 
example, has no taste. 

Anything that makes atoms move taster 
intensifies taste. Heat does this and that's 
why hot coffee has a more bitter taste than 
cold coffee, and why meat tastes better 


when it is hat. 

Our taste buds register three or four 
different sensations; sweet, salt, bitter, and 
perhaps also sour. Different parts of the 
longue are more sensitive to different tas- 
tes. The back of it is more sensitive to bitter, 
the sides to sour and salt, the tip to sweet. 

Since almost all our foods are composed 
of various substances, they produce mixed 
sensations of taste. An apple Is sour and 
sweet. And the taste sensation itself is a 


mixed sensation. There is no pure taste. We 
experience pressure, cold, heat, oddr 
impressions as we taste. The combination 
of many sensations results in what we call 
the taste of food. And at least half of what 
we think of as "taste" is realty odort Coffee, 
tea tobacco, apples, oranges, tenons, and 
other things really stimulate the sense of 
smell as we enjoy them more than the 
sense of taste.

The 54-year-old former sheep fanner is 
not ope for disguising the truth and it's a 
fair bet lhai Pnncess Michael orKeni for 
one*, would "be distinctly displeased by 
■Hugh’s revelations. 

Ms research has revealed that among 
her ancestors she can certainly boast John 
of Gaunt, Philippe of France and Cath- 
erine of Casiilk*, the Kings of Savoy and 
the French Kings Henry It and IV. 

‘•More interesting though.” says 
Hugh,” is the fact that the Princess* 
mother, Countess Marianne Koczorow- 
ska — = a pure-bred Hungarian aristocrat 
— is a direct descendant or the blood-thir- 
sty tyrant, Vlad the fmpalcr. who was the 
inspiration for Count Dracula.” 

( u> And the present heir to the dukedom of 
Northumberland, 33-year-oid Earl Percy, 
certainly would not relish losing his 
inheritance to Dave Stewart. 

But Stewart, who says he has a claim to 
the title, could have anally in Hugh Pesk- 
ett. Says Hugh: "Mr Stewart is pwfectly 
entitled to put forward his claim and 1 
would like to see any evidence he ha<_ 

“It is not beyond the. bounds of pos- 
sibility.' Northumberland is ope of those 
slightly odd Dukedoms which was in fact 
recreated in 1766 so there might be a link 
somewhere.” 

(But iHugh stresses' that ho is not just 
interested in setting cats among ducal 
pigeons. JHemade Reagan very happy with 
nis r discoveries about the former 
presidents roots. 



Research. Hugh iraces the ancestors 
back in the archives 

But before he made any claims official. 
Hugh spent hours researching. He is very 
much a geneologisi in the fast lane and 
likes gutting out to where ihe evidence is. 
So he got on a plane armed with his porta- 
ble computer, trudged all over Ireland in 
search of Reagans hut only found that 
Reagan when he reached Bally orccn and 
wa> able to establish that the former 
president was a direct descendant of 
Ireland’s monarch King Brian Boru. 

And. not to be outdone by his boss, 
Vice-Presidem George Bush also asked 
Hugh to do some research: "A family of 
ordinary yeoman farmers in Essex were his 
ancestors,” he says. 

Currently, all his energies are tied up 
with the riveting case of Pelham Humpries 
and the Great Texas OS Gusher. 

It has plunged Hugh huo what might 
hare been a Zane Grey novel, filmed with 
leathery stars like John Wayne and Ran- 
dolph Scott. 

The real-life Palham Humphries went to 
Texas in the 1830s to seek his fortune, 
buying up 4,000 acres of marshy land. 
Sixty yearslateril was gushing oil — one of 
‘ the world's richest strikes. 

Says Hugh; "Thequeslion is: Whoowns 
theoil? Who are the heirs? And, believe me. 
that's no academic question — even after 
120 years. The fortune is woth £2 billion 
and ft is attracting interest at S 1 5 million a

year. 

"Some 2,000 people claim to be descen- 
dants and say they are entitled to a piece of 
the action. But are they?” 

That is why a group of them are paying 
Hugh Pesketi scams of gold to find out... 

The quest is taking him on a fantastic 
journey back into the archives of Texas, 
Tennessee and Mexico. "Blow away the 
dust of the libraries," he says,” and you are 
into the world of bar room brawls, lynch 
mobs, gun fights — and childless old Pel- 
ham Humphries sitting on all that land.” 

He is only too conscious that at the end 
of the trail he will have made many 
enemies. Out of the 2.000 claims he reck- 
ons that 200 may turn out to be genuine. 
For the lucky ones, there is the prospect of 
oil estate legacies of between £75,000 and 
£7.5 million. 

Hugh, too, makes a good mint from his 
digging into the past. He is a jet-set gen- 
ealogical Sherlock Holmes and has cor- 
nered the world market in round -the-globc 
ancestral hunts. 

It is an obsession which, he will tell you 
gleefully, hasalreadycaused onecomputer 
to break down and is well on the way to 
exhausting the resources of another. 

And if the glossy 20th century tools of 
information technology strike you as a bit 
incongruous in an ancestor-tracing 


Sherlock, then take a look inside the study 
of his Winchester home. Every inch from 
floor to ceiling is crammed with the text- 
books of his trade. There are, among oth- 
ers, dusty volumes on the intimate fusion 
of four English Dukes, a French polisher 
from Dundee and the family trees of all — 
yes all — • the men who defended the 
Alamo. 

Land dead ghosts from the British secret 
service haunted Hugh when it came to 
discovering just who inherited the title of 
Earl of Annandale back in the 18th Cen- 
tury. 

After four years work, he tracked down 
a missing Jacobite rebel heir who died in 
Poland, leaving only a daughter to con- 
tinue the line. 

The vital prooftumed up. not in Poland, 
but in Dresden, where military archives 
outlined how the British spy network bad 
recorded the rebel brother's death in Jan- 
uary-1715. 

Hugh left Dresden and, to confirm his 
discoveries, went to the Public Records 
Office and waded through a stack of 
reports from the British Ambassador in 
Poland for the year when the heir is sup- 
posed to have died. 

He recalls triumphantly: "Eventually, 
there it was. Not only did it confirm the 
death, but staled that the man had left a 
wife and daughter." 

Peskett’s findings were regarded as 
nothing less than sensational by genealog- 
ists and historians who had beavered away 
for years on the Annandale case. 

What is the edge he has on his rivals? He 
believes: "Too many slick to the obvious 
sources — registers of births, marriages 
and deaths. You've got to be prepared to 
move around. Tomorrow 1 could be in the 
Vatican library getting eyestrain from cen- 
turies of archives, many of them in Latin. 

“That doesn’t worry me. By now I've 
leamt to plough through them as if they 
were morning newspapers at the breakfast 
table. 

"And your motto has to be: never give 
up”. 

It was fairly desultory research into his 
own family history that started him off on 
a job virtually no one else has. 

Illness forced him to give up sheep-farm- 
ing and he started delving casually into 
West Country records until a prominent 
local landowner asked him if he could 
prove his right to an ancient coat of arms. 
Hugh did it in just two days.

Beguiling visitors with old Chinese charm 


LUIANG, China* ( Reuter): Hidden away in a 
valley in southwest China's Y unnan Province is ' 
Lijiang. a townbeg idling visitors with old Chin- 
ese charm and liberal supplies of marijuana.

Below live the Nakhi people, a Tibet o-Bur- 
man minority who brought their matriarchal 
culture from Tibet and once were part of the 
powerful kingdom of Dali. 

Nakhi women still wear the distinctive dress, 
figuratively carrying the cosmosontheir backs. 
Quilted capes bear seven discs, symbolising the 
stars, and reminding the Nakhi of an and cm 
■ victory over their Purai neighbours. 

One of Ujiang's attractions to some foreign 
traveUcTs is marijuana, which grows wild in 
abundance. It is used by the Nakhi as seasoning 
for their food and fertiliser for their fields but 
' (hey are aware of other uses for it. 

. “In August, during ihe harvest season, young 


Westerners ask where this grows." says the 
obliging owner of one of the town’s cafes. "I 
understand they smoke it."

Perhaps 
in keeping with the great helmsman's eagerness 
to serve the people, the base of the statue props, 
up a sign that reads.

Farmers from villages around the region 
tramp twice yearly to Lijiang's animal fair, 
when the pace of life quickens ever so slightly. 

One group of men sat patiently on a dusty 
hill, waiting for a sale. Beside them were their 20 
mules and donkeys, brought down from a 
remote village, a five-day march to the North. 

"We haven’t sold any so far," said a man in 
his twenties, speaking on the last day of the fair. 
Asked what he wo u Id do if no buyers appeared, 
he replied: "Well walk back home." 

But there are reminders of less peaceful times 
here, too. 

Fading Chinese characters on the mud wall 
of a home hark hack to the cultural revolution, 
a decade oflcfi-wing inspired chaos that began 


in 1966 and convulsed even this remote town. 

"Resolutely return to the schools to make 
revolution,” it reads. 

For some, a harsher reality exists than the 
tranquil town. A few hours’ drive from Lijiang, 
con victs at a labour camp break rocks and push 
huge boulders out of the way to dear a road. A 
shy looking Tibetan takes a break from bis 
task sand confides he is servi ng 1 3 years forrare. 

Back in Lijiang the calm along the main street 
is suddenly shattered as a motorcade of police 
cars cruises by, sirens blaring. Riding on an 
open truck is aeon victed criminal — a stake tied 
to his back proclaims his name and his crime of 
murder. 

The cars move slowly towards the execution 
ground outside of town. The truck returns, 
apparently without him, later that afternoon. 

But for most residents — and the odd foreign 
backpacker — Lijiang is faraway from the rest 
of tbe world or even Beijing. 

~ We don’t really know much about Beijing,? 
said a schoolgirl. "It’s so far away." 


FREESTONE, California, (AP): Frazier, the four- 
homed Navajo-Churro ram, and a flock of sheep 
look odd. but Hans Peter Jorgensen is serious when 
he says they can help a world being consumed by 
sameness. 

Factory farming (hat produces cheap, easy-to- 
raise “cione-likc animals" ultimately presents more 
risks than benefits, said Lhe manager of the CS 
Foundation Farm . "It’s a short-term gain for a 
long-term, serious, serious loss.” 

The situation now is similar to the Irish potato 
famine of the 1 840s, said Jorgensen. In those years a 
blight wiped out the potato crop and the resulting 
starvation and disease killed about 750,000 people. 
Had the Irish relied on more varieties of potatoes 
some might have resisted the blight and prevented 
famine, he said. 

"That was a crisis in genetic diversity ,” he said. 

The danger of losing plant and animal diversity 
has not escaped agricultural specialists and the US 
government. 

Two weeks ago officials from Lhe US department 
of Agriculture and major US universities met in 
Madison, Wisconsin to draft a proposal for a 
National Animal Gene Bank. The plan for a genetic 
resources conservation programmes that would 
house varieties of animals will be submitted to 
congress for funding when iL is completed, said Eric 
Bradford, professor of animal science at University 
of California at Davis. 

Currently, there is much more of a conservation 
effort made for plants, said Bradford. National and 
international seed bank exists to protect their 
variety, he said. 

While there has always been a interest in rare 
breeds and the noveL there is particular concern 
over loss of diversity in animals kept under intensive 
production conditions. Bradford said. 

Most American eggs are layed by while Leghorn 
chickens and the majority of Amerrian milk is 
produced by Holstein cows, a species that is also 
taking over in Europe, he said. Both species are 
exceptionally productive, leading to a reliance on 
them. 

“When plants and animals are identical gen- 
etically, they- have the same strengths and weaknes- 
ses." said a paper produced by the private. New 
York city-bused CS Foundation. 

The CS Foundation, financed by Montana ran- 
cher and General Motors heiress Maryanne Mott, 


supports various causes its directors believe 
promote human and cultural survival. 

"Our position is: don’t throw the genes away, 
your grandchildren might need them.” said Jorgen- 
sen. ’Extinction is forever; you don’t get them 
(species) back." 

"Uniformity engenders vulnerability the Foun- 
dation said in its recent report. 

“Between 1600 and 1900, experts estimate that 
one plant or animal became extinct every four 
years, "the report said. "Today it is estimated that at 
least one species is disappearing each day.” 

The Foundation quoted recent studies that show 
less than 5 per cent of the vegetable seed varieties 
available in the United States in 1903 are still 
around. 

To protect rare species, the CS Foundation has 
hired Jorgensen to run a farm on about 1 5 acres (six 
hectares) in the town of Freestone. 

The farm, about 65 miles (104 kilometres) north 
of San Francisco, has rare breeds of cattle, horses, 
sheep, goals and pigs. 

But the Foundation hopes to boost genetic diver- 
sity preservation through education and "living 
history farms" to keep rare breeds. 

Its targets included the Navajo-Churro sheep and 
more recenlty Lhe bronze Turkey. 

The Churro sheep has a 450-year history in North 
America, dating to when they were left behind by 



using the Churro — with its long, 
coated fleece — for ceremonial mgs. 

There are only about 50 North American Churros 
today ; but 10 per cent of their rare gene pool is in 
Freestone’s flock. 

At Utah State University, Churro sheep project 
spokeswoman Kristy Selman said the animal is 
valuable for its ability to resist internal parasites and 
contagious foot rou problems traditionally expen- 
sive for the sheep industry . 

The success of the Foundation's efforts on behalf 
of the Turkey remains to be seen. The type ofTurkey 
commonly raised by commercial growers has been 
bred for white meat, an absence of pin feathers and 
breast muscles so large the poultry can't male 
naturally. Reproduction is handled by artifical 
insemination. 

’’I think we’ve taken a little step too far," said 
Jorgensen while gazing at his flock.

FAMILY DOCTOR

Study shows excellent 
results from cataract 
surgery 


QUESTION: I'm always nervous when it comes to my 
health, more so these days as I wait the day for my cataract 


surgery. My doctor has been very accommodating, and 
pla - 


explained about the insertion of a new lens. I’m going to 
have a new lens put in. but 1 would like to know die truth 
about my chances for a good result. Would you please 
oblige me with one of your dear explanations? 


Answer; You probably have no reason to be nervous 
about the operation because cataract surgery is currently 
the mosi common major surgical procedure performed on 
people over 65 who arc on Medicare. Most of the opera- 
tions are very successful and a very high percentage of 
those who have lens implantation report a big 
improvement in their vision. 

One study reported the results of cataract surgery with 
tens replacement on patients between the ages of 70 and 95 
years old. Before the operation. 91 per cent of the par- 
ticipants rated their own vision as fair or poor. Four 
months after the surgery. 66 per cent of the cataract 
patients rated their vision as excellent or good. 

On a more scientific IcveL the doctors also noted 3 
significant improvement in the participants’ vision. Using 
a more precise means of measuring vision, doctors found 
that visual acuity after surgery improved from about 20 ' 
100 before the operation to 20/40 four months afterwards. 

With this recovered vision, your daily chores will be 
more easily accomplished, and you can return to the joy sof 
reading, which you mentioned in your letter as being so 
important to your mental stimulation. Good luck, and 
please let me know how your surgery turned out. 


Question: There are mornings 1 just can't get my old 
bones moving. Strange asit may seem, they either are rainy 
days or Mondays, is there any evidence in medical writings 
that there is more truth than fiction in this commonly held 
idea? 

Answer: While I can't speak for Mondays, researchers 
are discovering that there may indeed be strong links 
between the weather and the state of people's emotions. A 
new term — biometerology — has been coined to describe 
this field. 

One theory holds that a falling barometer causes the 
body to absorb more water from the intestinal tract 
leading to swelling that can add up to an inch to the 
waistline; the retained water also puts extra pressure on 
tissues in the brain, leading to irritability and depression in 
many people. Studies have indicated that people have 
markedly slower reaction times during cloudy, snowy, or 
rainy weather than on sunny days. 

Another theory stales that electromagnetic waves from 
storms influence activity in the brain, while still others 
point to (he simple physical discomfort of hot. muggy 
weather combined with increased outdoor leisure time, as 
leading to increased crimes rates in the summer. 

Additional studies have linked bad weather- with a 
variety of physical complaints: emergency room records 
tie the onset or a cold wave with rise in asthma and 
migraine attacks, as well as colic and strokes. In cokl 
weather, the body lends to crave more fats and calorics in 
order to keep warm. As scientists learn more about the way 


weather affects people, they may be able to anticipate and 
prevent many health and social problems.

TH E \oguc for nostalgic films about the 
fifties takes a step forward with Flash- 
back. it was predictable that the sixties 
would have their turn, and in Franco 
Amurri's latest film we get a taste if not a 
trip back to the halcyon days of flower 
power and the counterculture.

and they ha\ e never forgotten. Acting on 
a tip-oil', (he FBI have now caught him 
again and Kiefer Sutherland, a straight 
arrow G-man. is sent to escort him hack 
to Washington stale to stand trial. 

Sutherland has plenty of trouble con- 
trolling the clever Hopper who manages 
to get him so drunk that he is able to 
switch places with him and on arrival, it is 


Sutherland who gets thrown into jail. 
Hopper, meanwhile, has been enjoying 
himself so much playing the FBI that he 
is kidnapped by a couple of ex-hippies 
who offer to exchange him for the op- 
posed "Hopper' who is in jail. 

While on the surface Flask back isjusi 
another mismatched buddies-on-the- 
road film. Italian director Amurri has 
managed to bring a fresh approach to 
this genre in his American debut. David 
Louyherv's script also provides enough 
surprises and humour to make up for a 
long trip down memory’ lane in the mid- 
dle of the film. 

The highlight of the film, however, is 
Hopper as the many-faceted hippie who 
has ail the good lines.

Johnson drug scandal report due out next month 


TORONTO, May 9. (Reuter): The Can- 
adian government's long-awaited report 
on the Ben Johnson Olympic steroid 
scandal and drug abuse in sport will 
likely be made public next month, an 
official said yesterday. 

“We expect to have the report in its 


final and printed form in the hands of the 
government in June,” a spokesman for 
the report's author Justice Charles 
Dubin told the Canadian press. 

The Dubin Report, based on 91 days 
of public hearingand testimony from 1 19 
witnesses, is expected to prompt sweep- 


ing changes in Canadian amateur sport. 

The judicial inquiry was set up shortly 
after Johnson tested positive for banned 
anabolic steroids at the 1 988 Seoul Olym- 
pic Games and was stripped of his 100 
metres gold medal. 

The sensational nine-month inquiry 


was highlighted by the testimony of 
Johnson's coach, Charlie Francis, who 
revealed widespread drug use in Can- 
adian athletics and the disgraced sprin- 
ter's own tearful confessions of long- 
term steroid use. 

Johnson's world records have since 


been stricken by the International 
Amateur Athletics Federation, but bis 
two-year ban from competition ends 
later this year. 

The report must still be translated and 
printed before being presented in 
parliament.

San Francisco-based Sega of America, which markets tire 
Genesis Video System, said the agreement gives the company 
exclusive worldwide rights to Douglas in arcade games, portable 
games and computer software in addition to home video sys- 
tems. 

The company has previously signed pro football superstar 
Sari Francisco 49ers quarterback Joe Montana and golf legend 
Arnold Palmer to game deals. 

The exact dollar amount of the agreement was not revealed.
